THE  PHILADELPHIA  OIF  ICE 

The  Bureau  has  a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Philadelphia 
Produce  Exchange  for  the  inspection  of  eggs  offered  on  future  contract 
in  the  Philadelphia  market.     In  connection  with  the  closing  of  the 
December  contracts,  the  Exchange  has  a  rule  that  provides  that  if 
delivery  of  a  future  sale  is  demanded  "before  10:00  aamc ,  the  seller 
must  deliver  Warehouse  receipt  and  live  inspection  certificate  by 
10:00  a,rn,  the  following  day  or  pay  a  penalty  of  5  PGr  cent , 

On  December  29th  requests  were  filed  with  the  Exchange  and  our 
Bureau  for  inspection  on  thirteen  cars  of  eggs.,  some  of  these  being 
at  cold  storage  points  in  suburbs  of  Philadelphia.    With  the  advance 
between  what  the  eggs  were  sold  for  and  the  present  market  value,  added 
to  the  5  ?er  cent  for  non-delivery,  it  meant  a  less  of  $R00  a  car  to  the 
seller  if  he  failed  to  deliver, 

Mr,  Gay lord,  who  is  in  charge  of  cur  Philadelphia  office  of  the 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Marketing  Division  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  L.  M«  Davis  says, 
"What  I  was  most  interested  in  was  having  the  Bureau  males 
good  on  our  inspection  service  in  an  emergency  and  against  great 
odds.     It  was  after  12  o'clock  before  I  really  knew  what  was 
before  us  and  to  get  all  the  work  done  sure  looked  liks.  a  large 
task  and  ws  barely  made  it,     it  9.50  A»M,  the  last  seller  grabbed 
the  last  certificate  and  rushed  to  a  taxi.    It  was  only  by  the 
fullest  cooperation  of  everybody,  including  Mr.  Tenny  and  yourself, 
that  we  were  able  to  do  it* 

"When  you  gave  me  authority  to  appoint  inspectors  about  5*30 
we  still  had  3  cars  to  inspect  in  Philadelphia,  3  cars  at  Linfield,  Pa. 
and  one  at  Pottstown,  and  I  could  only  get  two  egg  men  to  serve  that 
I  felt  were  capable.     I  sent  Powers,,  Graham  and  Greyer  to  Linfield  and 
Pottstown  and  had  Folster  and  Kleimer  do  the  cars  here      The  boys 
missed  the  last  train  to  Linfield  so  had  to  send  them  to  Poyersford 
and  Mr.  Thomas  0 ' Conner  of  the  Linfield  Cold  Storage  met  them  and 
drove  them  over,  then  at  midnight  Mr,  0 ■ Conner  drove  to  Pottstown 
and  brought  Graham  baok  to  help.    After  they  were  done  at  Linfield 
Mr.  O'Conner  took  them  to  Pottstown  to  catch  a  train  at  3  A.M,  this 
morning,     The  first  train  they  could  get  landed  them  here  at  7  A.M. 
and  they  had  11  cases  to  finish  out  of  one  of  yesterday's  cars, 

"Mr,  Polster  arrived  on  the  B  o'clock  train  and  he  and  Kleimer 
did  the  3  cars  and  had  notes  written  up  in  time  for  Polster  to 
catch  the  12  o'clock  train  back  to  New  York, 

"Miss  Moore,  Miss  McCoel,  and  Mr,  Gsttz  of  our  machine  room, 
worked  until  after  8  P,M«  last  night  and  they  were  back  at  work 
at  7  A.M.  this  morning,     So  you  see  we  had  the  fullest  cooperation 
possible  from  everyone.     In  fact  all  seemed  to  consider  it  a 
pleasure  to  help.1' 

In  connection  with  this  piece  of  service  and  regulatory  work, 
Mr.  Tenny,  the  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  stated  that  this  was  one 
of  the  finest  illustrations  of  the  loyalty  of  the  Bureau  workers  and  that 
such  cooperation  as  this  was  what  made  the  vs^rk  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultur 
Economics  a  real  joy  and  inspiration. 
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3 .    FARM  ECONOMICS  ASSOCIATION  HOLDS 

SUCCESS? UL  ANNUAL  JffiflTING; 

The  discussions  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Farm  Economics 
Association  last  week  centered  on  research  in  Agricultural  Economics.  Out- 
standing developments  in  the  field  were  reported  and  substantial  urogress 
indicated,    Mr.  Cooper,  Chief  of  the  13ureau,  emphasized  the  importance  of 
outlook  work  such  as  the  Bureau  is  doing.    B.B.  Smith  of  the  Bureau,  in 
his  talk  on  "The  Extent  to  7/hich  Agricultural  Production  Can  Be  Adjusted 
to  Prospective  Demand"  opened  up  a  subject  which  held  much  of  the  interest 
of  the  meeting*    R, M.Green,  Kansas  State  College,   in  discussing  the 
accuracy  of  forecasts  in  agriculture,  reported  that  the  government  market 
forecasts  run  from  sixty-six  to  seventy-five  per  cent  correct  and  the 
annual  outlook  statement  on  future  market  conditions  run  about  ninety 
per  cent  correct. 

A  resolution  was  passed  asking  for  more  regional  and  commodity 
conferences  of  research  workers  to  consider  specific  nrojects.    Along  with 
this,  there  was  a  strong  sentimert  for  regional  cooperation  in  research. 

Annual  dues  were  raised  to  five  dollars,  but  all  who  had  paid  up 
before  the  meeting  will  be  continued  this  year  at  the  old  rate.  Officers 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year  are;  President,  Dr.  T. II. Carver,  Harvard; 
Vice-President,  Dr.  C.L.Holmes,  Iowa  State  College;  Secretary-Treasurer , 
Dr.  J. I. Falconer,  Ohio  State  University;  Editor,  Dr.  E.G.Nourse,  Institute 
of  Economics. 

k .    RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  MIMEOGRAPHED  MATERIAL 

The  following  statement  has  been  sent  out  to  the  various  Bureaus  by 
Secretary  Jardine: 

"An  increasing  quantity  of  mimeographed  material  is  being  prepared 
by  the  various  bureaus  end  offices  of  the  Department  in  connection  with 
their  work  and  a  considerable  proportion  of  it  goes  out  to  the  public.  I 
feel,  therefore,  that  responsibility  for  it  should  be  somewhat  definitely 
fixed,  just  as  it  is  in  the  case  of  our  printed  matter.     In  line  with  this, 
I  request  that  hereafter  all  material  intended  to  be  mimeographed  or  otherwise 
mechanically  duplicated  be  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  bureau  in  which  it 
originates,  or  by  someone  whom  he  designates  as  his  representative  for  this 
purpose.     Material  that  is  to  be  sent  out  to  the  public,  or  that  involves 
the  work  of  other  bureaus  or  offices,  or  matters  of  department  policy, 
should  be  further  referred  to  the  Director  of  Information,  who  trill  advise 
with  other  officers  v/ho  may  be  concerned  in  the  subject  matter  unless  their 
approval  already  is  indicated. 

You  will  understand,  I  am  sure,  that  this  is  not  intended  to  handicap 
the  excellent  work  being  done  but  simply  to  insure  that  definite  responsibility 
is  assumed  by  the  proper  persons  for  ail  material  that  the  Department  issues." 

This  memorandum  suggests  no  change  from  present  procedure  in  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  except  on  preliminary  Reports  which  shall  be

Bureau,  my  outstanding  impression  is  that 
of  the  friendly  and  appreciative  spirit  Which  European  cotton  merchants 
and  spinners  hove  come  to  have  toward  the  work.     For  the  most  part,  the 
purposes  and  accomplishments  of  the  Deportment  are  viewed  as  thoroughly 
practical  and  helpful..   In  my  visits  to  the  various  cotton  centers  in 
Europe,  I  have  found  not  just  a  friendly  notice  hut  an  intensive 
interest  in  all  of  the  many  branches  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
which  touch  Europe's  daily  cotton  transactions. 

•   11  Ihe  rapidity  with  which  the  Universal  Standards  have  found 
general  acceptance  abroad  is  marked.     Universal  Standards  for  cotton 
grades    are  nou  a  reality  and  a  'going  "business1  throughout  all  of 
Europe  and  the  cotton  broker,  merchant  and  spinner  alike  recognize 
and  use  these  standards  in  the  conduct  of  their  business.     The  par- 
ties to  the  Universal  Standards  Agreement  are  the  Liverpool,  Bremen, 
Havre,  hanchester,  Milan,  Barcelona,  Rotterdam  and  Ghent  cotton  ex- 
changes and  the  Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners'  Associations. 

" While  the  assignment  upon  which  I  have  been  engaged  during 
the  past  year  has  been  particularly  in  connection  with  the  Universal 
Standards  for  cotton  grades,  it  has  at  the  same  time  afforded  a  splen- 
did opportuni ty  for  keeping  in  touch  with  questions  of  general  inter- 
est relating  to  cotton.     Personal  contacts  and  relationships,  I  find, 
are  essentia,!  in  keeping  awake  to  the  thoughts  and  problems  of  the 
purchasers  of  American  cotton  in  Europe. 

11  To  get  a  close-up  view  of  American  business  in  Europe  is  to 
bo  very  iouch  impressed  with  the  close  relationship  which-  exists  be- 
tween our  Government  and  the  successful  marketing  both  of  agricultural 
and  manufactured  products  abroad,  and  of  the  possibilities  for  the 
improvement  of  methods  in  which  the  Government  can  serve  as  a  useful 
medium. . 

"My  duties  have  brought  me  into  contact  with  many  of  the  Amer- 
ican consuls  and  European  branches  of  American  banks  and  there  is 
much  evidence  of  the  growth. of  American  business  through  these  agencies.

Daring  the  past  week  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  Tenny  appeared  "before         p  £ 
the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  testified  regarding  the  pending 
"bill  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing        h-  " 
in  this  Department.     The  title  of  this  measure  is  "A  BILL  To  create  a 
division  of  cooperative  marketing  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture;   to  S. 
provide  for  the  acquisition  and  dissemination  of  information  pertaining  > 
to  cooperation;  to  promote  the  knowledge  of  cooperative  principles  and 
practices;  to  provide  for  celling  advisers  to  counsel  with  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  cooperative  activities;  to  authorize  cooperative  asso- 
ciations to  acquire,  interpret,  and  disseminate  crop  and  market  informa- 
tion, and  for  other  purposes." 

The  Secretary  testified  that  cooperation  is  fundamental  to 
American  agriculture  and  that  it  is  highly  important  for  farmers  to 
give  consideration  to  the  marketing  as  well  as  to  the  production  of 
their  products.     The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
bill  hsd  been  endorsed  by  a  large  number  of  cooperative  associations. 
He  pointed  out  that  last  year  cooperative  associations  marketed  agricultural 
products  of  the  value  of  approximately  two  and  one-half  billion  dollars 
and  that  the  associations  with -which  he  conferred  marketed  about  four- 
fifths  of  that  amount. 

Mr.   Tenny  explained  that  it  was  contemplated  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  measure  to  employ  efficient,  well  trained  commodity 
marketing  specialists  acquainted,  on  the  one  hand,  with  the  research  work 
of  the  Department,  and  on  the  other,  with  the  needs  of  the  cooperatives. 
He  also  said  that  the  specialists  employed  won.ld  assist  the  cooperatives 
in  their  business  and  marketing  problems. 

Committee  on  Agriculture 

Recommends  that  Bill  Pass. 

In  a  report  to  Congress  da.ted  January  18,  Mr.  Haugen  states  that  the 
Committee  of  Agriculture  of  the  House  considered  the  bill  and  reports  there- 
on with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.     The  report  also  states  that 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  bill  to  enlarge  the  activities  of  the  Department 
so  that  they  may  keep  pace  with  the  growth  and  development  of  the  cooperative 
movement.     The  bill  does  not  provide  for  Government  control  or  supervision 
nor  for  subsidizing  of  the  cooperatives.     It  is  purely  permissive  in 
character  without  regulatory  or  mandatory  features. 

The  cooperative  work  that  the  Bureau  is  now  doing  will  be  errpanded 
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through  the  medium  of  the  Division  of  Cooperation,  if  the  hill  is  passed, 
principal  activities  of  the  division  will  "be,  as  at  present,  of  a  research 
educational  and  service  character. 

C.  L-  Christensen  and  L.  S.  Hulhert  also  attended  the  comittee 
hearings  and  xvorked  with  the  members  of  the  legislative  drafting  service

The  fourth  annual  report  on  the  economic  outlook  for  leading.  ..- 
crops  and  livestock  produced  in  the  United  States  will  be  issued  by 
the  Bureau  on  February  S. 

This  report,  prepared  by  our  economists,  is  intended  to  help  farms 
plan  crop  and  livestock  production  to  meet  probable  consumptive  demands 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad.     It  will  deal  with  the  outlook  for  cotton 
bread  grains,  corn  and  other  feed  crops;  livestock  production  and  commodi- 
ties such  as  tobacco,  flax,  white  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,,  and  other  lead- 
ing vegetables  and  fruits.     The  report  will  also  include  a:  review  of  the 
agricultural  credit  situation,  and  outline  the  situation  relative  to  major

Representatives  of  all  State  colleges  of  agriculture  have  been 
invited  to  come  to  Washington  while  the  statements  are  being  prepared 
so  as  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  procedure  and  to  use  the  state- 
ments as  a  basis  for  State  and  regional  outlook  reports.

ilo  changes  in  the  issuance  of  semi-monthly  cotton  crop .  reports  are  ? 
indicated  in  the  Crop  Reporting  Board's  schedule  of  release  dates  for  1926 
now  being  printed,  although  it  is  po^.nted  out  that  the  dates  for  cotton  are 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  made  by  Congress  in  the  basic  la"'  which 
fixes  the  dates  of  these  reports. 

The  first  report  on  acreage,  condition  and  probable  production  of 
cotton  will  be  issued  July  2;  the  June  2  condition  report  Will  be  eliminated. 
A  report  giving  a  preliminary  estimate  of  wool  production  in  192$  has  been 
added  to  the  schedule  for  release  July  29.    The  report  on  revised  acreage 
and  yield  of  cotton  in  1925  will  be  issued- May  15  instead  of  June  2. 

Issuance  of  the  acreage  estimates  in  July  instead  of  June  has  been 
arranged  With  a  view  to  eliminating  acreage  revisions  later  in  the  year, 
except  in  case  of  abandonment.    An  extensive  acreage  survey  will  be  made 
in  June,  through  the  rural  mail  carriers.    Heretofore,  this  survey  has 
been  made  through  the  carriers  in  October,  the  results  being  used  in 
December  acreage  revisions. 

3  -     EARTH  CURRENTS  INTEREERRING 

VI EH  LEASED  jTlRE  CIRCUITS. 

Wire  traffic  on  the  Livestock  and  Central  circuits  was  badly 
delayed  today  because  of  earth  currents,  caused,   it  is  said,  by -Aurora 
Borealis,  popularly  called  northern  lights.    These  carrents  flowing  into 
the  wires  neutralize  the  working  voltage  and  effectually  prevent  operation.

Science  has  not,  as  yet,  discovered  any  effectual  means  of  preventing  the 
difficulty  caused  by  this  phenomenon.

U.     FIELD  WORK  ON  NEW  ORLEANS  SURVEY 

CC:^LE.:±IJ;  MR.   CRITOKEIELD  IN  WASHINGTON. 

Field  v/ork  was  completed  last  week  on  the  economic  survey  of 
agriculture  in  the  New  Orleans  trade  area.    This  Bureau  cooperated 
by  furnishing  the  services  of  B.  H,  Critchf ield,  who  directed  the 
survey,  and  by  furnishing  a  great  deal  of  statistical  and  graphic 
material.    Mr.  Critchfield  returned  to  '.'Washington  last  Friday*. 
T.  D.  Johnson,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Graohic  Section,  who  has  been 
assisting  Mr.  Critchfield  as  collaborator  in  the  employ  of  The  New 
0rleano  Association  of  Commerce,   is  ejected  to  reach  Washington  within 
a  few  days.    Reports  of  the  various  situations  disclosed  by  the  survey 
are  being  completed  here  in  the  Washington  office. 

In  the  survey,  over  1,000  farms  in  Louisiana  and  Mississippi 
were  visited  and  farm  business  records  secured.    These  furnished  basic 
material  for  an  analysis  of  the  present  farming  situation  in  connection 
with  local  and  outside  market  demands.    As  a  result  of  this  v/ork,  the 
market  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  area  and  elsewhere  will  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  gro\~rers  in  the  New  Orleans  trade  area 
with  a  view  to  having  them  make  adjustments  in  their  production  program 
that  will  increase  their  purchasing  power  and  raise  their  standard  of 
living.     Sections  of  the  report  will  deal  with  production  problems  of 
the  various  farm  enterprises  and  of  typical  sections  of  the  region. 
In  these  sections  it  will  be  pointed  cue  how  different  combinations 
of  farm  enterprises  might  affect  farm  receipts  under  normal  conditions. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  created  by  the  survey  in 
both  Louisiana  and.  Mississippi  farm  sections  and  among  business  men 
and  chambers  of  commerce  all  over  the  country,  Mr.  Critchfield  says. 
Several  organizations  for  farm  improvement  plan  to  use  the  reports 
to  guide  them  in  formulating  -programs.    On  December  19  and  21,  program 
conferences  were  held  at  Mississippi  A.  and  M.  college  and  at -Louisiana 
State  University  respectively,  where  the  survey  material  was  discussed 
and  programs  were  worked  out  by  the  agricultural  leaders. 

When  the  reports  are  completed  they  will  be  published  by  the 
agricultural  colleges  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi.     In "addition  to 
these  very  detailed  reports  a  statement  is  also  being  prepared  covering 
the  agricultural  situation  in  the  Shreveport  trade  area.    A  general 
summary  of  the  farm  situation  in  the  entire  area  will  comprise  a  re- 
port prepared  for  the  Agricultural  Bureau  of  the  Nev/  Orleans  Associ- 
ation of  Commerce.    The  latter  agency  initiated  the  survey  and  secured 
the  cooperation  of  the  State  colleges  in  carrying  the  project  through 
to  completion.    The  New  Orleans  Association  of  Commerce  furnished 
approximately  $7,500  and  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce  about 
$3,000  toward  covering  the  survey  expenses,    Louisiana  State  university 
Experiment  Station  and  Extension  Department  staffs,  and  Mississippi 
A.  and  M.  College  Experiment  Station  and  Extension  Departments  contributed 
a  great  deal  of  the  subject  matter  and  carried  on  much  of  the  field  work.

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5.  CONFERENCE  LOOKING  TOWARD  SURVEY 

OF  MEMPHIS  AREA  WELL  ATTENDED. 

B.  H.  Critchfield  and  T.  D.  Johnson  represented  the  Bureau  at  the 
conference  in  Memphis  January  15  called  by  the  Agricultural  Bureau  of 
the  Memphis  Chamber  of  Commerce.    The  meeting  was  attended  by  agricultural 
experiment  station  and  extension  directors  and  research  economists  of 
Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas,  business  men  of  Memphis,  agricultural 
leaders  of  the  State  and  railroad  agricultural  agents.    The  purpose  was  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  undertaking  an  economic  survey  of  agriculture 
of  the  Memphis  trade  area  planned  on  lines  similar  to  the  New  Orleans 
survey  just  completed.    The  Bureau  representatives  explained  to  the 
conference  the  objectives  and  procedure  of  similar  area  surveys.  Tentative 
plans  were  worked  out  and  approved  for  a  survey  of  the  trade  area  surrounding 
Memphis,  which  comprises  the  northern  half  of  Mississippi,  western  Tennessee 
and  eastern  Arkansas.    The  adoption  of  the  plans  are  contingent  upon  the 
funding  by  the  Memphis  commercial  body  of  part  of  the  expenses  of  the 
survey.    Under  the  tentative  plans,  the  State  extension  and  experiment 
station  forces  will  assist  in  a  study  of  the  production  ohases  in  each 
State  and  a  staff  will  be  organized  to  compile  and  interpret  the  market 
phases,  with  special  reference  to  the  extent  that  producers  within  the 
Memohis  area  are  meeting  the  demands  of  Memphis  consumers  for  products 
that  can  be  grown  profitably  within  that  area.    This  Bureau,  under  the 
tentative  plans,  will  cooperate  by  directing  the  survey  and  by  bringing 
in  the  national  viewpoint  when  the  production  and  marketing  phases  are  tied 
together. 

6 .  CAHNERS  WANT  WAREHOUSE  ACT 

EXTENDED  TO  INCLUDE  CANNED  GOODS . 

Prices  for  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  will  become  more  stable 
if  the  warehouse  act  is  extended  to  include  these  products,  according  to 
canners  who  have  requested  Mr.  Yohe' s  Division  to  license  public  warehouse 
that  store  canned  goods. 

This  action,  it  is  believed,  would  bring  about  orderly  marketing 
of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  by  enabling  canners  to  finance  their 
holdings  during  storage  periods.     It  would  tend,  also,  to  stabilize 
prices  for  farmers'  raw  materials. 

7.  REPORT  ON  FARM  ANIMALS 

TO  BE  ISSUED  BY  CROP  BOARD. 

A  report  showing  the  number  and  value  of  animals  on  farms  January  1, 
1926  compared  with  January  1,  1925*  will  be  released  by  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board,  January  J>0,  at  1  p.m. 

The  report  will  show  separately  the  number  and  value  of  cows 
and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk  and  the  number  and 
value  of  heifers  one  to  two  years  old  being  kept  for  milk  cows. 

The  Board  is  revising  the  livestock  estimates  for  the  years  1920 
to  192U  inclusive,  and  the  revised  figures  will  be  published  January  30 
if  completed  by  that  date.

"Smite  the  Smut"  is  the  slogan  of  the  Northwest  in  its  campaign  % 
to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  grain  smut  menace,  which  in-  1925  cost 
the  farmers  the  huge  sum  of  $5,000,000  through  discounts  and  decreased  2. 
yields.  .  u» 

The  Bureau,  represented  by  R.  II.  31ac>,  in  charge  of  grain 
investigation  at  Minneapolis,  is  cooperating  with  the  States  of  Minnesota, 
Montana,  North  Dakota  and ' South  Dakota  in  efforts  to  prevent  grain  smut 
by.  treating  seed  grain  before  slanting.    To  back  uo  the  work  of  these 
agricultural  leaders  and  to  impress  upon  the  farmers  of  the  Northwest 
the  necessity  for  nrompt  action,  the  Northwest  Grain  Smut  Prevention 
Committee,  with  headquarters  in  MinnearjOlis,  has  been  formed.  This 
committee,  of  which  Mr.  Black  is  a  member,  has  mapped  out  a  pirn  for 
the  distribution  to  all  sections  of  the  four  spring  wheat  States  of 
information  in  regard  to  the  treatment  for  smut.    Arrangements  are 
being  made  to  see  that  every  farmer  in  the  Northwest  is  acquainted  ,T,ith 
the  losses  resulting  from  smutty  grain  and  is  informed  on  all  of  the 
treatments  used  to  prevent  smut.

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5.  HAY  INSPECTION  PROSPECTS  GOOD 

IN  SEVERAL  WESTERN  STATES. 

A  report  has  been  received  froia  E.  C.  Parker,  of  the  Hay,  Feed 
a.nd  Seed  Division,  of  the  trip  he  is  making  in  several  Western  States. 
In  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Nebraska,  Mr.  Parker  held  a  two 
weeks  school  in'  hay  inspection  at  Lincoln,  for  county  agricultural  agents, 
hay  producers  arid    hay  shippers-     Mr.  Parker  believes  that  as  the  result 
of  this  school,  shipping  point  inspection  will  be  inaugurated  at  several 
points  in  Nebraska  during  the  present  year,  and  this  inspection  may. 
possibly  be  established  in  Omaha  in  the  near  future-.  .  Two  representatives 
of  the  Nebraska  Extension  Service  are  now  or^anizinc;  a  series  of  meetings 
to  demonstrate  the  U.  S.  hay  standards  at  points  .in  the  platte  River 
Valley  this  month. 

A  conference  with  A.  D.  Faville,   Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
for  Wyoming,  resulted  in  the  making  of  preliminary  arrangements  for  inspec- 
tion of  this  year's  crop  in  the  territory  around  Powell,  Wyoming;  also  the 
adoption  of  the  Federal  hay  standards  by  the  Wyoming  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

At  Denver,,  the  hay  inspection  work  recently  organized  there  was 
found  to  be  operating  very  satisfactorily  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
investigational  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Colorado  Experiment  Station 
and  the  Denver  Grain  Exchange  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  grades 
for  local  hay  produced  in  that  section  for  which  there  nc^  are  no  Federal 
standards.     It  was  also  learned  that  producers  in  the  Boulder  (Colo.) 
Valley  are  -also  beginning  to  become  interested  in  hay  standards  and 
tentative . arrangements  were  made  f or  a' d'emorestrat  ion  of  the  standards 
at  the  Colorado  State  College  of  Agriculture.,  1  Fort  Collins ,' Colo . ,  during 
the  coming  spring. 

Mr.  Parker  is  now  in  Kansas  City  in  charge  of  a  school  for  hay 
inspectors  which  is  being  held  at  our  Hay  Standardization  Laboratory 
in  that  city.     The  eleven  men  in  attendance  at  this  school  are  from 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,'  the  Army  Veterinary  Corps  and  ihe  Canadian 
Department  of  Agriculture.

Very  favorable  reports  regarding  the  Truth  in  Meat  Exhibit  put 
on  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  20th  National  Western  Livestock 
Show  held  in  Denver,  January  l6  to  23,  have  been  received. 

Messrs.  Davis  and  Wallace  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,

DIRECTOR  OF  SCIENTIFIC  '..ORE. 

Dr.  Albert  F.  Woods,  President  of  the  Maryland  State  University, 
has  been  appointed  Director  of  Scientific  Work  to  succeed  Dr.  E.  D.  Ball, 
who  resigned  last  summer. 

"Dr.  Woods  has  a  broai  understanding  of  agriculture  in  this  country" 
Secretary  Jardine  said  in  Commenting  upon  the  appointment.     "As  President 
of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  in  numerous  other  capacities 
Dr.  woods  has  been  in  intimate  contact  with  scientific  work  in  American 
agriculture,  and  is  eminently  fitted  to  coordinate  the  scientific  activities 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  Agricultural  Colleges  and 
Experiment  Stations.    Because  of  his  experience  and  knowledge  he  is 
particularly  well  fitted  to  bring  about  close  cooperation  and  understanding 
in  the  administration  of  the  new  work  made  possible  'by  the  Pur  no  11  Act,  which 
appropriated  funds  for  extending  research  by  the  Government  and  State  insti- 
tutions," 
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Dr.  Woods  was  originally  appointed  as  Assistant  Pathologist  and  Assist- 
ant Chief  of  the  Division  of  Vegetable  Pathology  and  Physiology  in  1893.  By 
successive  promotions  he  reached  the  position  of  Pathologist  and  Physiologist 
and  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.     In  1910,  he  accepted 
the  position  of  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Director  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  at  the  University  of  Minnesota*     Prom  1910  to  1921 
Dr.  Woods  continued  in  a  consulting  capacity  with  this  Department  and  as  the 
result  of  his  activities  in  the  development  of  plant  quarantine  policies,  he 
was  selected  as  one  of  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the ". Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture to  consider  a  report  on  plant  quarantine*     On  July  1,  1917,  Dr.  Woods 
was  appointed  President  of  the  Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture.      He  is 
a  na.tive  of  Nebraska  and  graduated  from  the  university  of  .that  State. 

3.  SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS  .  - 

AROUSING-  MUCH  INTEBEST. 

Soybean  inspection  under  the.  U.  S.   Standards,  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture,  was  inaugurated  in  North  Carolina'  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  year.     Local  shippers,  cooperative  associations,  and  growers 
have  shown  much  interest  in  the  work  and  to  da.te  several  cars  have  been  shaped 
out  under  an  inspection  certificate.     In  addition,  inspection  certificates  have 
been  issued  on  lots  stored  in  bended  warehouses,  and  local  banks  have  indi- 
cated that  they  are  more  willing  to  make  loans  on  such  lots.     The  value  of  a 
car  of  soybeans  on  the  basis  of  present  prices  ranges  from  $1,000  to  S3,' 000. 

Inspectors  have  also  been  licensed  at  Richmond,  Va. ,  and  Chattanooga, 
Tenn. ,  two  of  the  largest  terminal  soybean  markets  in  the  United  States, 

4.  THE  ARMY  EXPRESSES  APPRECIATION 

QE  ASSISTANCE  IN  HAT  INSPECTION.  ■ .' 

W.  A,  Wheeler  of  the  Hay,  reed  and  Seed  Division  has  received  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  letter  from  Major  General  M.  w.  Ireland,  Surgeon  General  of 
the  Army:  ' .:  • 

"I  have  noted  with  interest  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  your 
division  has  been  conducting  the  hay  inspection  courses  of  instruction  for  ' 
our  veterinary  officers  during  the  past  three  years  as  provided  for  in  the 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, and  that  as  a  result  of  this  training  twenty  veterinary  officers  have 
been  licensed  as  Eederal  Hay  Inspectors  and  sixteen  additional  officers  are 
eligible  for  license  whenever  their  duties  become  such  as  to  require  their  in- 
spection of  hay,  •.  :- 

" The  influence  of  this  training  is  already  being  felt  throughout  the 
Army  and  is  proving  of  material  benefit  in  raising  the  standard  of  forage  pur- 
chased for  military  use  and,  establishing  a  sound  basis  upon  which  the  contractor 
and  the  military  'representative  can  conduct  their  respective  functions  in  sup- 
plying this  product. 

"I  wish  to  express  to  you  and  your  subordinate  officers  my  appreciation 
of  your  hearty  cooperation  with  the  Veterinary  Service  in  connection  with  all 
matters  of  forage  inspection  in  which  vie  are  mutually  interested."  ■ 
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5.  LIBRARY  ASKS  COQgBRATI^ 

IK  CIRGULATIOI  OP  PERIODICALS. 

The  Bureau.  Library  earnestly  requests  the  cooperation  of  all  users 
of  its  periodicals  in  trying  to  prevent  stalling  on  the  desks  of  absentees. 
Recently  a  Bureau  worker  had  five  copies  Of  a  weekly  periodic?!  arrive  at 
his  desk  by  one  delivery.     The  library  looked  carefully  into  the  case  and 
followed  the  circulation  record  of  each  of  the  five  issues  to  find  out 
just  where  the  trouble  lay.     It  was  discovered  that  each  nuriber  had  been 
delayed  at  each  of  the  two  desks  to  which  it  had  been  sent.    Neither  one  of 
these  two  persons  v/as  responsible  for  all  the  delay.     The  first  issue  was 
held  for  two  weeks  by  each  of  the  two  borrowers;  the  second  issue  was  held 
for  two  days  by  the  first  borrower  and  two  weeks  by  the  other;  the  third 
issue  was  held  for  three  days  by  the  first  borrower  and  eleven  days  by  the 
other;   the  fourth  issue  was  held  six  days  by  the  first  user  and  one  day 
by  the  other.     He  probably  would  have  held  it  longer  but  at  this  point 
the  Library  happened  to  hear  that  he  was  away  and  asked  some  one  in  his 
office  please  to  send  on  his  periodicals.     This  case  is  cited  merely  as  an 
example  of  the  kind  of  delay  which  occurs.    Usually  periodicals  are  returned 
by  these  two  borrowers  not  later  than  the  day  after  they  are  sent  to  then. 
The  unusual  delay  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  no  arrangement  had  been  made 
for  passing  on  the  periodical  while  the  borrowers  were  absent  from  their 
desks.     In  case  there  is  no  one  who  can  care  for  the  periodicals  when  a 
borrower  is  away,   the  Periodical  Desk  should  be  notified  of  an  intended 
absence  in  order  that  circulation  nay  bo  suspended.    While  we  recognize 
that  it  would  be  very  desirable  for  the  ll'orery  to  follow  up  all  periodicals, 
the  present  force  is  not  large  enough  for  us  to  undertake  this  service.

2.  J.  G.  CROSS  TO  HANDLE 

BUREAU  TRANSPORTATION  CONTACTS. 

J.  G-.  Cross  will  act  as  the  Bureau's  representative  in  handling 
all  contact  work  of  the  Bureau  with  the  railroads  in  so  far  as  such 
contacts  relate  to  the  market  news  services,  the  Chief  stated  in  a  memo- 
randum dated  February  10  and  addressed  to  Dr.  Stine,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr,  Whalin, 
IfflPi  Potts  and  Mr.  Cross.

In  addition  to  serving 
the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  Mr.  Cross  will  continue  to  perform 
services  in  behalf  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  wool  and  the 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  Division. 

Mr.  Cross. was  appointed  in  the  original  Transportation  Division  of 
the  old  Bureau  of  Markets  in  1918.     when  the  work  was  reorganized  and  the

STUDY  UNDER  WAY  IN  NCggH  DAKOTA, 

To  determine  the  effects  of  definite  charges  ir.  organization  plans 
upon  profits  in  farming,  a  study  of  fan.,  organisation  in  the  Black  Earth 
Area  of  North  Dakota  is  "being  undertaken  by  the  Division  of  Farm  La nag e- 
ment  and  Costs  in  cooperation  with  the  North  Dakota  Experiment  Station. 

Detailed  farm  records  and  account  studies  have  beun  conducted  in 
this  area  for  the  past  three  years.     The  project  now  under  way  will  at temp 
to  test  the  soundness  of  the  conclusions  reached  as  to  desirable  types  of 
farming  for  the  area  and  to  determine  the  financial  outlay  and  time  re- 
quired to  shift  from  the  prevailing  system  of  farming  to  other  systems.

IX)  YQU  BELONG? 

From  a  paper  on  "Personnel  Service  in  Industry"  delivered  by 
F.  J*  Hughes  "before  the  annual  conference  of  the  National  Vocation  Guidance 
Association  held  here  last  Saturday,  the  following  paragraphs  are  quoted: 

"Once  "beyond  the  probationary  period  the  employee  finds  himself  in 
one  of  three  classes  of  workers.     (a)  The  outstanding  employee  who  will 
forge  his  way  ahead  within  the  organization  or  will  outgrow  opportunities 
with  us  and  find  his  place  elsewhere,    We  have  had  many  of  this  type  of 
employees.    Unfortunately  for  us,  frequently  we,  have  not  been  able  to  meet 
outside  competition,  but  the  benefit  to  our  work  from  the  training  of  such 
an  employee  and  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of  our  work  and  our  aims 
that  he  carries  with  him  into  the  commercial  world  or  other  field  more  than 
repays  the  Government  and  the  Agricultural  Industry  for  the  investment  in 
developing  him  during  the  time  he  is  with  us. 

"(b)  The  second  class  includes  those  employees  who  are  highly  satis- 
factory and  who  will  probably  stay  with  us.    Many  of  them  entered  the  Govern- 
ment service  desiring  to  make  it  their  life  work;  capable  of  and  willing  to 
render  increasingly  effective  service;  hoping  for  reasonable  advancement  and 
recognition.    These  are  the  workers  who  may  be  construed  as  the  foundation 
and  background  of  every  unit  in  the  Government  service  which  has  a  sizable 
personnel. 

"(c)  The  third  group  comprises  those  employees  who  come  and  stay  a 
little  while  and  wander  on,  and  those  whom  we  wish  would  wander  on  but  who 
unfortunately  are  not  bad  enough  to  dismiss  nor  good  enough  to  promote. 
They  have  entered  the  service,  in  a.  few  instances,  because  they  are  afraid 
to  compete  in  industry  and  feel  if  they  get  in  they  can  probably  stay  in  the 
Government  service;  in  other  instances  they  would  unconsciously  develop  into 
drones  in  any  organization.    As  our  Bureau  is  a  young  organization,  we  have 
only  a  few  of  these  people  and  if  it  is  humanly  possible  to  keep  them  out  we 
are  endeavoring  to  do  so." 

5.     GBAIN  DIVISION  BEFQRTS 
ON  APPEALS  EALTDLED. 

During  the  period  July  to  December  i2?5i  inclusive,  the  field  offices 
of  the  Grain  Division  handled  ?k,350  appeals  under  the  U.  S.  Grain  Standards 
Act,  appealing  from  the  grades  assigned  to  ^reln  by  licensed  inspectors. 
This  was  a  decrease  of  3,^32  compared  to  the  same  period  of  192U,    The  appeals 
on  the  different  grains  were:     Wheat,  13,755;  corn,  2,k}9;  oats,  1,72k;  rye, 
86~5'»  grain  sorghums,  S3;  feed  oats,  ko;  mixed  feed  oats,  28. 

Of  the  total  number  of  appeals  handled,  5*+. 2$  of  the  grades  was  changed. 
Of  the  grades  changed,  }2fo  was  raised  in  grade,  6H.8%  lowered,  and  3 .2$  "other- 
wise changed".

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INDIES  TO  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  STATES 

The  library  of  this  Bureau  is  at  work  on  the  compilation  of  indexes 
to,  the  sources  of  the  agricultural  statistics  of  the  states.  The  proposal 
for  this  undertaking  was  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Agricultural  Libraries 
Section  of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Seattle  last  summer,  as  the 
need  for  the  information  which  such  indexes  or  source  books  would  supply  ha.s 
"been    felt  by  many  agricultural  workers. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  work  be  done  cooperatively,  the  state  agricul- 
tural librarians  supplying  lists  of  sources  and  this  library  making  the  actual 
compilations.  sIn  accordance  with  this  plan  the  index  of  the  Alabama  State  Of- 
ficial Statistics  v.as  started.    It  is  no v'practi  ca.lly  finished  and  will  soon 
be  mimeographed  and  distributed.     It  has  already  been  sent  in  typewritten  form 
to  the  agricultural  economists  and  statisticians  at  the  Ala.bama.  College  of 
Agriculture  for  comment  and  criticism. 

The  work  upon  the  California  compilation  is  well  under  way.  California 
was  undertaken  out  of  the  alphabetical  order  because  of  the  immediate  need  for 
such  a  handbook  in  connection  with  some  research  work  which  is  being  planned  in 
that  state.    The  official  sources  are  being  compiled  in  the  Horary  of  this  bur- 
eau, and  the  Agricultural  Reference  Librarian  of  the  University  of  California  is 
helping  actively  by  undertaking  the  compilation  and  analysis  of  the  unofficial 
sources  of  the  agricultural  statistics  of  California. 

The  Index  to  the  Federal,  sources  of  state  agricultural  statistics  which 
is  to  be  issued  as  a  separate  handbook,  will  be  the  next  undertaken. 

It  was  thought  in  the  beginning  that  if  toe  states  compiled  and  analyzed 
the  unofficial  sources  of  their  agricultural  stati sties*  that  this  library  could 
do  the  rest.    Our  experience,  however,  with  the  two  compilations  partly  done  has 
convinced  us  that  more  extensive  help  will  have  to  be  forthcoming  from  the  stat  , 
if  the  work  is  to  be  completed  within  a  reasonable  time.    The  reason  for  this  is 
that  the  pressure  of  necessary  current  work  in  this  library  leaves  a  very  small 
margin  of  time  available  for  special  work. 

The  indexing  of  the  Alabama,  statistics  was  begun  in  September  and  is  only 
now  nearing  completion  although  we  have  devoted  all  the  time  possible  to  it.  W? 
estimate  roughly  that  the  actual  time  speat  on  this  work  was  that  of  one  person 
for  two  months,     '..hen  one  considers  that  Alabama  has- fewer  published  statistics 
than  many  of  the  state    and  that  there  are  ^-8  states  one  gains  some  idea  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  undertaking.    It  is  hoped  that  a  definite  plan  for  more  active 
cooperation  from  the  states 'may  be  worked  out.    Possibly  some  state  or  regional 
group  of  states  would  be  vailing  to  send  a  library  worxer  to  Washington  to  work 
with  us.    It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  make  a  definite  plan  along  these  lines  befor 
the  first  of  these  indexes  has  been  distributed*    We  hope,  however,  that  after 
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the  Alabama  and  California  indexes  have  been  distributed  their  usefulness  in 
saving  the  time  and  effort  of  workers  in  the  agricultural  field  may  make  such 
»  an  appeal  that  the  states  who  want  similar  source  books  as  soon  as  possible 

will  offer  definite  assistance. 

SI  CUSP  BOOK  REVIEW 

Die  Sozialagronomie.  ihre  Gr  undgc  darken  und  Arbeit smethoden 
(Berlin,  Paul  Parey,  19£^),  a  German  version  of  a  book  by  Alexander 
Chaianov,  Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  Moscow,  has  been  received 
in  the  library. 

It  is  an- account  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  those  agronomists 
who*  as  scientific  experts  in  the  service  of  the.  State,  of  cooperative  as- 
sociations or  of  agricultural  unions,  have  as  their  aim  the  giving  of  as- 
sistance to  farmers  in  the  solving  of  their  problems,  in  an  effort  to  ultimat- 
ely persuade  them  to  adopt  the  most  scientific  and  up-to-date  methods  of  or- 
ganization and  farm  management*    This  movement,  which  does  not  concern  itself 
so  much  with  fields  and  crops  and  cattle  as  with  the  training  of  the  human 
intelligence  and  the  human  will  that  initiate  and  direct  all  farming  operat- 
ions, made  its  appearance  simultaneously  in  various  countries    towards  the  end 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  in  It^Iy  in  the  form  of  "Cattedre  ambulante,"  in 
Prance  and  Belgium  in  the  appointment  of  special  government  officials,  called 
"agronomes  d^tat,"  and  in  Russia  in  a  rapidly  increasing  number  of  special- 
ists in  the  service  of  local  and  provincial  governments. 

The  work  is  still  in  its  initial  stages  and  has  by  no  means  reached 
its  full  development,  the  author  has  gathered  together  a  number  of.  instances 
which  illustrate  the  theory  of  the  movement,  the  methods  employed  to  put  it 
into  practice  during  the  forty  years  in  which  it  has  been  carried  on,  and 
the  results  obtained.    Por  many  years  agricultural  development  was  spontaneous, 
almost  as  much  so  as  natural  selection  in  the  animal  world.    Por  centuries  the 
only  way  in  which  it  was  influenced  was  by  changing  economic  conditions,  leaving 
it  to  the  spontaneous  process  to  adapt  itself  to  them.    The  essential  work  of 
social  agronomy  is  to  bring  reason  to  bear  on  the  spontaneous  process,  to  di- 
rect the  creative  energy  of  the  farmer  along  rational  lines,  and  to  keep  it 
from  error. 

The  social  agronomist,  is  not  so  much  a.  technical  as  a.  social  worker.  He 
provides  the  incentive  to  new  methods,  arouses  enthusiasm  and  emulation,  and 
leaves  it  to  the  farmer  to  make  the  application  to  his  daily  work.    Beginning  as 
a  propagandist  of  new  ideas,  striving  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  country 
'people  and  to  make  them  realize  the  necessity  for  improvement,  he  gradually  be- 
comes a  counsellor  whose  advice  is  sought  after,  an    organizer  of  the  agricul- 
tural life  of  the  community,  an  investigator  cf  new  methods. 

In  Russia  the  v,crk  has  passed  through  three  stages  of  development. 
At  first  it  was  general  and  covered  a  fairly  large  territory.    Then,  it  became 
more  intensive  and  the  territory  was  restricted.    Pinally  it  became  even  more 
intensive,  and  specialists  were  appointed  in  separate  economic  branches.  To 
each  stage  belonged  its  own  forms  of  organization.    In  Russia  for  the  most 
part  the  rural  population  forms  its  own    agronomic  organizations  with  the  help 
of  the  state,  the  local  government,  and  the  cooperative  associations.  They 
usually  consist  of  chosen  representatives  of  the  local  papulation  and  of 
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professional  agronomists,  the  latter  doing  the  immediate  work.    An  economic 
council  and  an  agricultural  council  have  been  appointed-    The  former  is  com- 
posed mostly  of 'representatives  of  the  people.    It  decides  all  general  funda- 
mental, economic  questions  of  the  district  and  is  responsible  to  the  district 
assembly  for  the  direction  of  the  agronomic  work  as  well  as  for  other  economic 
measures.    The  agricultural  council  consists  almost  entirely  of  representatives 
of  the  agronomists.    It  directs  the  work  of  the  agronomists  along  thfcl  lines 
laid  down  by  the  economic  council.    The  author  outlines  the  various  methods 
adopted  by  the  wotkers  to  influence  the  farmers  in  their  district.    Talks  at 
informal  gatherings,  lectures  illustrated  by  means  of  pictures,  maps,  tables, 
the  distribution  of  books  and  pamphlets/  travelling  exhibits,  demonstrations 
of  new  machi  nery,  and  scientific  experiments  are  among  the  means  used-  Organi- 
zation into  groups  and  unions  and  cooperation  are  an  e  .sential  part  of  rural 
life.    In  the  Russian  rural  cooperative  movement  a  careful  observer  might  have 
seen  the  see&s  of    the  social  democracy.    And  the  cooperative  association  is 
the  sounding  board  of  the  agronomist  propaganda. 

The  equipment  required  by  the  agronomist  offers  a  serious  problem.  His 
work  changes  so  much  and  often  so  rapidly  that  no  equipment  can  be  arbitrarily 
decided  upon.  An  article  should  be  supplied  only  when  jit  is  needed  and  -should 
be  put  into  use  immediately.  Living  accomodation  for  the  agronomist  is  needed 
as  well  as  work  rooms,  lecture  and  exhibition  rooms,  a  library,  apparatus  for 
experimentation,  etc.  For  all  these  needs  money  is  required*  ,  It  is  better  not 
to  begin  the  ;»ork  at  all  than  to  fail  to  supply  what  is  necessary  tc  carry  it  on. 

It  is  hard  tc  measure,  the  success  of  such  work*    It  can  be  estimated  in 
part  by  the  social  effect  of  the  activity  of  the  agronomist,  the  number  of  farm- 
ers influenced,  the  impression  made  upon  them,  their  economic  activity  and  the 
relations  existing  between  the  population  and  the  workers,  and  in  part  by  the 
economic  effect  of  the  campaign,  the  technical  and  regulatory  improvements  made 
by  the  farmers  and  their  economic  results.    A.  M»  Hannay.  281  C3^S

We  have  recently  received  Essays  in  Economics  (IT.  Y.  •  Kacmillan,  1925) 
"by  Dr,  Edwin  R.  A.  Seligraan,  Professor  of  political  Economy  in  Columbia  Uni- 
versity- Dr.  Seligraan  himself  describes  the  volume  as  follows  in  the  preface; 

"In  the  course  of  an  academic  and  literary  career  exceeding  four  decades 
there  are  naturally  apt  to  accumulate  a  series  of  minor  contributions.  Some 
of  these  have  been  incorporated  in  the  various  books  which  it  has  been  my 
fortune  to  write.

George  Cyrus  Thorpe  of  the  District  of  -Columbia  Bar  is  the  author  of 
a  volume  consisting  of  more  than  a  thousand  pages  with  the  title  Federal  De- 
partmental Organization  and  Practice;  The  Executive  Departments,  Bureaus  and 
Independent  Establishments  of  the  United  States  Government.     (Kansas  City, 
Vernon  Law  Book  Co.  and  St,  Paul,  West  Publishing  Co.,  1925)    The  author  states 
that  the  purpose  of  the  volume  "is  to  show  the  executive  agency  of  the  Federal 
Government  chargeable  with  the -particular  business  in  which  a  citizen  maybe 
concerned  and  to  indicate  the  procedure  involved  therein.     These  agencies  com- 
prise' some  two  hundred  bureaus  and  commissions,  or  similar  establishments,  whose 
functions  have  been  accumulating  for  a  century -and  a  half...  There  is  a  dis-.  ;■■ 
position  to  speak  of  the  growing  tendency  towards  federal  control  of  business, 
as  well  as  of  the'  citizen's  private"  conduct.     That  the  citizen  is  awake  to  pro- 
tect his  interests  in  such  matters  is  suggested  by  the  fact  that  some  15,000 
attorneys  are  registered  to  practice  in  the  Department  of  the  •  Treasury,  while 
there  are  similarly  impressive  lists  in  other  department sv  •  • 

"But  it  is  doubtful'  if  the  government's  services  are  so  generally  appre- 
ciated, for  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  other  government  approaches  that  of  the 
United  States  in  the  generosity  and  diversity  of  its  aids  to  nearly  every 
phase  of  social  life.     To  these  services,  it  is  not  difficult: to  show,  the 
nation  owes  much  for  its  leadership  in  the ■ world  to-day.     Is  it  not  largely 
due  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  American  farmers,  only  4  per  cent, 
of  the  formers  of  the  world,  produce  12  tons  of  cereals  per  person  engaged, 
while  the  remaining  96  per  cent,  of  the  world's  farmers  produce  only  1,4  tons 
per  person  engaged?    It  scarcely  need  he  hinted  what' American  supremacy  in 
commerce,  industry,  and  finance  owes  to  American  agriculture, «..' 

"If  the  citizen  were  as  watchful  to-  avail  himself  of  these  manifold. fed- 
eral services  as  he  is  in  defending  in  the  natter  of  the  regulatory  class' of 
laws,  he  would  shift  his  position  from  tha.t  of  mere  defense  to  that  of  con- 
structive aggression  to  his  advantage."      280  T39 

Income  in  the  Various  States 

Publication  no,  7  of  the  national  Bureau  of  Economic  Research  is  entitled 
Income  in  the  Various  States;  Its  Sources  and  Distribution,  1919,  1920  and  1921, 
by  Maurice  Leven  based  upon  estimates  of  the  national  totals  by  Willford  Isbell 
King  (n.  Y. ,  Uat. Bureau  of  Economic  -  Research,  Inc.  ,1925)  The  author  acknowledges 
with  thanks  the  help  of  Dr.  L.   C.  Gray  and  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine  of  this  Bureau.  He 
also  writes  as  follows  in  the  preface; 

"The  first  attempt  to  measure  the  distribution  of  income  by  Stages  was 
■made  by_Dr,  Oswald  V.  Knauth.     The  results  of  his  study,  which  covered  the  year 

1919,  appeared  as  Publication  no.  3  of  the  national  Bureau  of  Economic  Research, 
Dr,  Knauth fs  work  was  that  of  a  pioneer,  and  his  efforts  not  only  yielded  re- 
sults  that  were  immediately  useful,  but  they  "also  blazed  the  way  for  the  present 
investigation,  •      '•  -' 

11  The  object  of  this  volume  is  two-fold|  first,  to  present  a  detailed 
analysis  of  income  in  the  various  States  for  the  period  covered,  i.e.,  1919, 

1920,  end  1921;  and  second,  to  develop  a  technique  for  the  computation  of  esti- 
mates by  States  for  succeeding  years  on  a  uniform  basis. 
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"It  will  be  noted  that  the  figures  for  1919  appearing  in  the  present 
volume  are  somewhat  different  from  the  corresponding  estimates  in  Dr»  Khauth's 
Distribution  of  Income  by  States  in  1919.     It  is  hoped  that,  owing  to  the 
greater  mass  of  material  and  the  greater  refinement  of  method  used  in  the 
preparation  of  the  present  report,  the  newer  estimates  represent  a  closer 
approximation  to  the  facts-    But  even  these  estimates  are  offered  merely  as  a 
further  step  in  the  process  of  refinement.

Napoleonic  period 

The  Grain  Supply  of  England  During  the  Napoleonic  Periods  a  thesis 
u.  Freeman  C-alpin  (IT.  Y.  ,  Ivlacmillan,  1925)  has  been  received.     The  study  covers 
the  period  from,  the  fall  of  1799  through  1813,  and  is  confined  to  the  import 
trade  in  grain  as  the  export  trade  was  relatively  unimportant.     Hie  "funda- 
mental" purpose  of  the  study  is  to  disclose  the  general  movement  of  grain  dur- 
ing the  Napoleonic  period  and  the  correlation  of  that  trade  with  the  Continental 
System  which  strictly  forbade  all  communication  with  the  enemy.     The  author 
writes  as  follows  in  the  preface; 

"That  the  imperial  decrees  of  Napoleon  cut  seriously  into  the  corn  supply 
of  Britain,  cannot  be  doubted.     It  did  not,  however,  ever  reach  the  point  where 
the  English  people  were  brought  face  to  face  with  starvation  and  defeat.  The 
tremendous  increase  in  domestic  production,  the  numerous  methods  adopted  to 
bridge  the  apparent  scarcity  by  substitution  and  retrenchment,  and  the  rapid 
exploitation  of  the  grain  fields  of  the  United  States,  rendered  star\ration  prac- 
tically impossible.     This  was  the  opinion  of  the  humble  but  practical  corn  mer- 
chant of  America.     It  was  also  the  view  held  by  the  Emperor    himself,  who  even 
went  so  far  as  to  supply  his  enemy  with  grain*     As"  will  be  seen,  the  imperial 
program  called  for  a  prohibition  of  all  export  because  of  the  terms  of  the  Con- 
tinental System,  and  because  of  several  very  serious  harvest  failures.     On  the 
other  hand.,  it  was  primarily  because  of  the  bumper  crops  in  Prance  that  export 
was  permitted,  at  another  time,  under  the  agency  of  the  Licence  System, 

"In  perfecting  his  Licence  System,  Napoleon  had  the  experience  of  Prance1:- 
corn  policy,  dating  from  the  time  of  Colbert.    He  also  had  a  model  in  the  well- 
organized  system  that  existed  in  England. 11 

Chapters  six  and  ten  trace  the  history  of  licenced  trade  as  practiced 
during  this  period  by  both  Great  Britain  and  Prance  and  the  story  they  tell  is 
full  of  interest.       59  &13

He  prophesies 
that  within  a  decade  or  two  the  tax  exemption  feature  will  "be  elim- 
inated and  states  that  farm  mortgages  and  farm  mortgage  bonds  are 
becoming  standard  securities.

Possible  functions  of  a  statistica.1  service  in  centralized  farmer 
co-operative  associations,  p. 109-118. 

The  author  shows  the  benefits  to  be  realized  by  cooperative  or- 
ganizations, and  the  pitfalls  avoided  by  a  properly  functioning 
and  intelligently  utilized  statistical  service. 

State  Experiments  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand 

William  Pember  Peeves  is  the  author  of  the  work  entitled  State  Ex- 
periments in  Australia  and  New  Zealand.   (N.  Y. ,  .  E.  P.  Dutton  &  co. ,  1925 
2  v.)     It  was  first  published  in  London  in  1923.     It  is  reviewed  by  Paul  H. 
Douglas  of  the  University  of  Chicago  in  the  American  Political  Science  Re- 
view for  February,  1925.     Prof.  Dougla.s.  writes  that  the  "  chapter  on  the  land 
question  is  particularly  valuable  in  that  it  is  probably  the  best  short  state- 
ment of  the  Australian  policy  during  the  period  which  the  book  ..covers."  1831- 
1902.    Library  of  Congress. 

Virginia  Land  Grants 

An  interesting  book  borrowed  recently  from  the  Library  of  Congress  is 
entitled  Virginia  Land  Grants,  by  Fairfax  Harrison  (Old  Dominion  press,  Rich- 
mond, 1925).  It  consists  of  three  chapters:   (1)   The  land  patent  books,   (2)  The 
Northern  Neck  Grant  books,    (3)  Original  differences  and  ultimate  accord  be- 
tween the  land  patent  and  the  Northern  Neck  Grant.     The  author  writes  in  the 
preface  as  follows: 

11  In  the  Land  Office  at  Richmond,  are  preserved  LS  books  which  consti- 
tute Virginia's  most  precious  surviving  muniment  of  her  past.  They  are  the 
records  of  land  grants  in  the  Dominion  from  1624  down  to  the  American  Revolu- 
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tion;  in  two  series  which.,  after  1690,  are  contemporaneous...  These  hooks 
are  Mich  more  than  fountains  of  land  titles.     Important  as  they  remain  on 
that  account,  they  warrant  study  by  the  historian  on  others;  for  they  are 
shot  through,  -like  Domesday  Book,  with  veins  of  casual  reference  to  local 
conditions-..  Stimulated  "by  professor  P.  J.   Turner's  thesis  ('The  Frontier 
in  American  History)  that  American  democracy  was  not  carried  to  Virginia 
in  the  Susan  Constant  hut  was  developed  there  under  the  influence  of  frontier 
conditions,   the  chief  of  which  was  free  land,  the  present  study  of  these 
records  was  undertaken  in  the  endeavor  to  throw  light  on  a  special  historical 
problem,  for  which  there  are  few  political  documents,  and  those  few  highly 
coloured  by  the  passions  aroused  by  Charles  II !s  grant  of  Virginia  to  Lords 
Arlington  and  Culpeper, 

"The  working  hypothesis  was  that,  as  the  two  series  of  land  grants 
overlap  in  the  stripling  margins  of  river  plantations' seated  during  the  Common- 
wealth on  the  Potomac  and  the  Rappanhanno ck ,  a  systematic  comparison  of  the 
rival  conveyancing  practices  against  an  historical  background  might  yield 
an  economic  explanation  of  (1)   the  local  resistance  to,  and  (2)  the  ultimate 
acceptance  of,  the  proprietors  of  the  Northern  Neck  in  that  region. 

11  The  evidences  so  deduced  are  illuminating.     They  prove  the  dominant 
importance  of  the  head-right  in  shaping  the  civilization  of  the  colony  and 
reveal  the  causes  of  the  decay  and  atrophy  of  that  institution;  but  most  of 
all  they  suggest  that  further  study  of  the  documents  may  make  it  possible  for 
the  historian  convincingly  to  carry  back  for  several  generations  the  origin 
of  the  political  intransigence  of  Virginia  in  the  eighteenth  century.  ..It  is 
easier  to  comprehend  our  ancestors  resentment  of  a  call  to  assume  what  in 
itself  now  seems,   to  their  tax-ridden  descendants,   to  have  been  not  an  undue 
share  of  the  imperial  burdens  consequent  upon  the  war  with  Prance,  when  it 
appears  that,  by  iterated  insistence  upon  a  precedent  established  by  the  Vir- 
ginia. Company,  the  colony  had,  for  more  than  a  century  prior  to  1765,  success- 
fully fended  off  all  attempts  of  the  Crown  to  revoke  its  original  surrender 
of  those  two  fundamentals  of  sovereignty,   the  control  of  the  crea.tion  of  land 
titles  and  the  measure  of  land  taxes. 11

Agricultural  pools 

william  E.   Camp,  Associate  Professor  of  Rural  Institutions  at  the 
University  of  California,  is  the  author  of  a  study  entitled  Agricultural 
Pools  in  Relation  to  Regulating  the  Movement  and  Price  of  Commodities,  which 
was  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Academy  of  Political  Science,  January, 
1926  (v. 11,  no. 4,  p. 183-236)     The  author  writes  in  part;     "with  tobacco  pools 
marketing  approximately  48f0  of  the  tobacco  crop  in  the  United  States,  with 
cotton  pools  marketing  .8f0  of  the  cotton,  with  wheat  pools  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States  marketing  10$  of  this  year's  crop,  and  with  this  form  of  organ- 
ization either  already  a  l^rge  factor  or  becoming  important  in  the  distribution 
of  milk,  butter,  eggs,  potatoes,  citrus  fruit,  cranberries,  raisins  and  prunes, 
the  development  of  the  agricultural  pool  constitutes  one  of  the  great  changes 
that  are  taking  place  in  the  system  of  distribution  and  financing*     Some,  how- 
ever, believe  that  the  cooperative  movement  which  ha,s  been  growing  so  rapidly 
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is  already  encountering,  disintegrating  elements  which  preclude  a  realization 
of  its  theoretical  possibilities* .   This  article  will  give  a  critical  examination 
of  the  agricultural  pool,   to  differentiate . it  from  the  manufacturers 1  pool,  to 
show  its  evolution  and  precise/nature  as  it  -has  "been  applied  to  different,  farm 
products,  its  relation  to  the  processes  of  distribution  and  of  hanking,  and  its 
limitations  in  regulating  the  flow- of  products  to  different  markets }  in  stabil- 
izing prices^  in  coordinating  the  changes  of  cost  and  selling  prices,  and  in 
maintaining  a  balance  between  the  grower-seller  and,  manufacturer-buyer  of  farm 
products."  ,.,  ;         •  :  • 

Heathen  takes  up,  in  part  one,   the, Legal  Status  of  Pooling  Agreements 
in  Agriculture  and  Manufacturing,  Pooling  of  Manufactured  Products,  Payment' 
According  to. Grade,  Equalization  of  Risks*  Length  of  the  period  of  the  poolB 
Part  two  takes  up  the  influence' of  organization  and  other  causes  in  bringing 
about  a  differential  rate  of  price  change  between  the  raw  -materials  which 
farmers  sell  and  the  finished  products  which  they  buy.     This  subject  is  taken 
up  under  the  following/headings:  The  Relation  between  the  Size  and  the  Effectiv- 
ness  of  a  Pool,  Financing  Distribution,  Pooling  and  Regulation  of  the  Rate  of 
Sale  of  Agricultural  Products,  Regulation  of  Output  in  Relation  to  Prices,  and 
The  Balance  between  Agriculture  and  Manufacturing,      280.9  Acl,  v, 11,  no, 4.

It  is  Economic  Series 
IJumber  1  and  the  statement  is  made  that  11  It  is  hoped  to  follow  up  this  special 
issue  with  further  numbers  of  the  same  kind;  but  the  Council  have  not  yet  de- 
termined at  what  intervals  of  time  these  numbers  shall  appear."     Titles  of 
some  of  the  articles  follow;     'The  Consumption  of  Tobacco  since  1660,  by  Alfred 
Rive;  The  Economy  of  a  Norfolk  Parish  in  1783  and  at  the  Present  Time,  by  J.  A.

Economic  Meteorology 

Dr.  Harald  Vestergaard  of  the  University  of  Copenhagen  has  an  article, 
entitled  On  Periods  in  Economic  Life,,  in  the  last  issue  of  |fetron  (y.  5,  no.  1, 
1925)    He- first  discusses  movements  wiihin  the  calendar  year,  then  maxima  and 
minima  which  appear  with  a  certain  regularity  'with  an  interval, of  several  years, 
and  last  the  more  irregular  waves  caused  by  special  events  such  as  the  world 
war.    He  argues  that  all  these-  various  movements  have  a,  tendency  to  conceal  the 
regular  progressive  movement  which  generally  takes  place  in  economic  statistics. 
He  thinks  there  should  be  a  revision  of  methods  from  this  point  of  view  in 
dealing  with  economic  statistics,,  particularly  concerning  the  question  of  an 
"economic  meteorology." 
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Food  and  Population 

'  Dr.  Robert  J.  UtiFa.ll  is  the  author  of  en  article,  entitled    Is  rood  the 
Limiting  Factor  in  Population? ,  in  the  Yale  Review  for  January,  1926,  The 
writer  argues  the  case  point  by  point,  from  the  standpoint  of  an  optimist-,  to 
the  conclusion  that  food  is  not  the  solo  limitation  on  nan's  increase.  "Its 
supply,  as  we  have  seen,  can  still  he  augmented  more  rapidly  than  man's  probable 
future  rate  of  growth,  and  the  problem  calls  for 'neither  hopeless  pessimism 
no1"  heedless  optimism.    Agricultural  science  must  certainly  he  more  fully 
developed  and  more  thoroughly  applied.     Very  careful  attention  must  also  be 
paid  i;-1  oho  adjustment  of  the  special  questions  of  food  and  population  with 
particular  nations  in  order  to  avoid  engendering  international  disturbances, 
The  world's  chief  food  problem,  however,  is  to  .secure  still  cheaper  and  mere 
satisfying  supplies  produced  by  an  increasingly  prosperous  agricultural 
population,  rather  than  to  mitigate  an  inexorable  advance  of  starvation  and 
mi  aery, H  •  .  • 

French  Cotton 

The  Harvard  business  Review  for  January,  1926,  contains  an  article  by 
IT.  w.  Posthuraus  entitled  The  French  Cotton  Industry  After  the  War*     The  author 
status  that  "Since  the  war,  the  French,  cotton  industry  has  been  confronted 
with  two  problems.     First,  how  can  Franco  in  the  long  run  become  independent 
of  the  foreign  .markets  for  her  supply  of  raw  cotton?    Second,  will  it  be  possi- 
ble for  the  French  cotton  industry  to  develop  into  a  modern  e::port  industry? 
There  is,  therefore,  one  problem  concerning  the  raw  material  end  another  con- 
cerning the  final  product.     The  solution  of  the  first  problem  is  a  question 
of  the  future,  but  the  second  demands  full  attention  at  the  present  tide.11 

In  connection  with  the  discussion  of  the  development  of  the  export  in- 
dustry he  writes  11  In  the  French  export  of  woven  stuffs  the  colonial  market 
should  be-  distinguished  from  the  strictly  foreign  market. ..  The  French  exports 
go  principally  to  Algeria,  the  oldest  colony,  and  Indo-China«     There  the  popu- 
lation has,  for  the  most  part,  ceased  to  use  the  coarse  native  materials*  The 
markets  of  [Tunis,  Morocco,  and  French  west-Africa  may  still  be  greatly  enlarged. . 
A  number  of  facts  have  had  an  unfavorable  influence  on  the  French  export  tra.de, 
First  is  the  growing  popularity  of  protectionism  among  modern  states.  Apart 
from  Holland  and  perhaps  England,  no  country  has  remained  an  adherent  of  tha 
principle  of  free  trade.     This  has  limited  the  international  market.,.  Thss 
French  cotton  industry,  in  order  to  develop  into  a  real  export  trade,  must  make 
the  following  improvements: 

1.  Fabrication  of  staple  articles  and  specialization; 

2.  Lore  efficient  work  from  their  laborers; 

3.  production  on  a.  larger  scale? 

4.  Allowing  of  long  credits  for  the  sale  of  their  articles; 

5.  A  closer  contact  between  the  producing  and  the  consuming  country., 

by  getting  a  better  knowledge  of  the  habits  and  the  wants  cf 
that  country. 

"The  founding  of  an  export  bank  would  certainly  have  a  stimulating  effect. 
However,  new  customers  have  lately  been  found  in  the  newly  formed  states  in  the 
east  of  Europe — Poland,  Czechoslovakia.,  the  Balkans,  and  also  in  Italy— -and  in 
general  France  is  working  very  hard  to  increase  the  number  of  her  new  relation- 
ships." 
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Nova  Scotian  Apples 

Charles  C.  Colby,  Professor  of  Geography  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
is  the  author  of  .  two  articles  on  The  Apple  Industry  of  the  Annapolis-Cornwallis 
Valley  in  the  July  and  October,  1925,  issues  of  Economic  Georgraphy,     The  first 
article  is  deveted  to  an  analysis  of  the  apple  industry  in  Nova  Sgotia,  and  the 
second,   to  the  marketing  phases  of  the  industry*     As  Nova  Scotian  apples  are 
raised  primarily  for  export,  the  evolution  of  the  market  system  is  of  great 
interest  and  importance.     The  history  of  cooperative  marketing  organizations 
for  disposing  of  the  crop  is  given  also, 

Price  Control  in  England  after  1815 

Prof,  C.  E»  Pay  of  Toronto  has  an  article,  entitled  Price  Control  and 
the  Corn  Average-s  under  the  Corn  Laws,  in  the  supplement  to  the  Economic 
Journal  (London)  for  January,  1926.     The  author  makes  the  following  introductory 
statements^  ••  • 

"After  the  late  war  proposals  were  entertained  for  the  honusing  of 
British  wheat  growers.     The  proposals  involved  a  reference  to  individual  or 
regional  costs  of  production,  as  well  as  a  measure  of  control  over  the  scale 
of  wages  and  the  standard  of  farming.     After  1815  arable  farming  was  in  the 
same  dif ficul'ties  as  it  was  after  1920.     In  18157  however,   there  wa.s  no  machin- 
ery for  arriving  at' farm  costs,  and  the  trend  of  economic  thought  was  opposed 
to  interference  with  wages  and  farming  methods.    Relref  was  sought  "by  a  rigid 
policy  of  fiscal  protection.     It  depended  for  its  operation  on  reference  to 
the  current  price  of  wheat  on  the  home  market;  and  broke  down  administratively 
on  the  lag  between  policy  and  prices  and  the  inducement  offered  to  speculators 
to  defeat  the  policy  by  manipulation  of  prices."

Br.  C.  J.  Gaipin,  Economist  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Population  and  Rural  Life,  will  sail  on  the  S.  S.  President  Roosevelt 
April  7  from  New  York  for  Europe  to  make  a  five-months  study  of  rural 
social  problems  in  central  end  northern  Europe. 

Dr.  Gaipin  v.-ill  visit  Italy  first,  attending  the  Assembly  of 
the  International  Institute  at  Rome  to  establish  preliminary  contacts 
with  representatives  of  the  various  countries.    Other  countries  included 
in  his  itinerary  are:  Prance,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland, 
Holland,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Finland.,  Sweden,  Norway,  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland.    He  will  visit  the  capitals  of  these  countries  and  get  in 
touch  with  certain  people  who  know  their  own  rural  social  problems  and 
who  will  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  first-hand  information  on  national 
conditions.    He  will  also  visit  typical  farming  regions  and  farm  homes, 
cooperative  institutions  and  associations,  rural  schools,  churches,  etc. 
to  observe  problems  facing  each  and  to  obtain  a  better  understanding  of 
just  what  the  situation  is  in  each  country.    He  will  also  attend  as  a 
delegate  of  the  American  Country  Life  Association,  the  International  Con- 
ference on  Rural' Life  called  by  the  Belgian  Minister  of  Agriculture,  at 
Brussels,  in  early  July,  and  then  will  meet  and  accompany  a  party  of 
American  students  traveling  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Country 
Life  Association  in  a  study  tour  of  Denmark,  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland. 

This  reconnaisance  of  country  life  conditions  and  problems  in  selected 
countries  of  Europe  will  be  a  distinct  aid  to  Dr.  Gaipin  in  his  capacity  as 
adviser  on  sociological  research  under  the  Purnell  Act  and  will  enable  him 
to  establish  contact  with  foreign  rural  life  leaders  who  may  be  able  to 
supply  future  information  as  needed. 

Dr.  Gaipin  expects  to  return  to  the  States  on  the  S.  D.  America, 
sailing  September  3  from  Queens town ,  Ireland.    Mrs.  Gaipin  plans  to 
accompany  her  husband  on  the  trip. 

2.  BUREAU  COMMITTEE  TO 

STUDY  COTTQH  MARKETS . 

A  committee  of  three  from  this  Bureau  left  "Washington  Saturday  night 
and  arrived  in  Houston  this  morning  to  study  the  methods  followed  in  deter- 
mining commercial  differences  in  quotations  of  middling  and  other  grades  of 
cotton  at  designated  spot  markets  as  provided  for  in  the  cotton  futures  act 
and  the  regulations  thereunder.  Inasmuch  as  the  Division  of  Cotton  Market- 
ing supervises  the  making  of  differences  at  spot  markets  designated  under 
the  law,  a  study  of  the  quotations  at  Houston  will  be  made  and  a  report  sub- 
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raitted  to  the  Bureau  as  soon  as  the  investigation  has  "been  completed. 

The  committee  includes:  C.  77.  Kitchen,  Business  Manager,  as  Chairman 
and  representative  of  the  Chief;  C.  L.  Pinch,  legal  administrator  of  the 
Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  and  S.  H.  Pearce  ,  Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing. 

3.     OPTION  TO  RENS7J  LEASE 

ON  B LEBER  BUILDING  IN  DISPUTE. 

Suit  has  been  filed  in  circuit  court  here  against  Secretary  Jardine 
to  evict  this  Bureau  and  other  branches  of  the  Department  occupying  the 
Bieber  Building,  at  1353  B  Street,  Southwest.    According  to  the  declara- 
tion filed  by  the  attorneys  for  Harry  7/ardman  and  his  associates,  owners, 
the  Government  does  not  have  the  option  to  renew  the  ten-year  lease  on 
the  building  which  expired  last  June. 

U.     INTERNATIONAL  INSTITUTE 
TO  MEET  IN  APRIL. 

The  eighth  general  assembly  of  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  will  be  held  at  Rome,  April  19-29,  1926.     Delegates  from 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  have  not  been  named  as  yet,  but  it  is 
expected  that  an  announcement  will  be  forthcoming  within  a  few  days. 

5.     PLANS  FOR  SURVEY  OP 

ID&HO  AGRICULTURE  MADE . 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  making  an  economic  survey  covering  the 
production,  marketing  and  consumptive  demands  for  the  farm  products  of  Idaho, 
according  to  word  just  received  from  Burke  H.  Critchfield,  who  ''Tith  Julius 
H.  Jacobsoh,  Agricultural  Statistician,  will  represent  this  Bureau  in  the 
unde  rtaking. 

The  objective  of  this  study,  like  other  similar  surveys, is  to 
furnish  an  economic  basis  for  production  and  marketing  programs  for  the 
improvement  of  farm  conditions  in  the  State.     The  survey  will  include  a 
study  of  the  production  and  marketing  of  Idaho  farm  products,  the  consump- 
tion and  distribution  of  farm  products  in  home  markets,  the  consumptive 
requirements  outside  the  area  and  the  extent  to  which  Idaho  producers  are 
meeting  them,  the  competing  producing  areas  outside  the  State,  and  a  deter- 
mination of  highest-profit  combinations  of  farm  enterprises.     The  several 
phases  of  the  study  will  be  brought  together  in  final  reports. 

The  executive  direction  of  the  survey  will  be  in  the  hands  of  a 
committee  of  representatives  of  the  University  of  Idaho,  Idaho  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  this  Bureau.     The  Idaho  Economic  Commission 
will  render  valuable  assistance  in  providing  counsel  and  furnishing  con- 
tact in  approaching  many  of  the  problems  with  which  the  technical  staff 
will  have  to  deal. 

Headquarters  for  the  survey  have  been  established  at  the  University 
of  I daho ,  Mo  scow.

AS  GUIDES  III  GRADING  EGGS. 

A  unique  process  for  getting  on  paper  exact  reproductions  of  the 
appearance  of  the  different  grades  of  eggs  es  seen  "by  the  candlter  has 
"been  devised  by  H.  C.  ".Tilcox,  in  charge  of  the  Photographic  Laboratory. 
k  cardboard  covered  with  black  felt  in  which  en  oval  has  been  cut  held 
the  egg.    One  end  of  a  pasteboard  tube  was  glued  to  the  cardboard  hold- 
ing the  egg  and  the  other  end  tms  fit  snugly  over  a  lantern  slide  pro- 
jector.   A  camera  was  set  up  facing  the  projector  and  all  apparatus 
covered  with  a  black  cloth  while  being  photographed.    Light  in  the  pro- 
jector was  turned  on  while  a  photograph  was  taken  so  that  the  egg  appeared 
on  the  plate  exactly  as  a  candler  sees  it  except  for  color.    Each  photo- 
graph was  then  colored  by  hand  by  Mrs.  Justine  iJamer.     To  do  this,  the 
ground  glass  and  lense  were  removed  from  the  camera,  and  the  camera  was 
reversed  and  pieced  in  position  before  the  projector  holding  the  egg. 
Mrs.  ".Tarner  looking  through  the  camera  got  the  same  view  of  the  egg  as 
when  it  was  photographed.     In  this  way  she  was  able  to  reproduce  the 
color  exactly  as  in  the  photographed  egg. 

Quality  is  the  basis  of  the  United  States  standards  and  grades  for 
eggs  and  quality  can  be  largely  determined  by  the  appearance  of  the  egg 
before  the  candle.    To  assist  farmers,  cooperatives,  members  of  the  tra.de 
and  others  in  candling  their  eggs  according  to  U.  S.  standards,  lithographs 
are  being  made  of  these  colored  photographs  to  be  distributed  as  guides  in 
grading.

The  following  is  an  extract  of  r  letter  from  the  Wannamaker-Clev  eland 
Seed  Farms',  large  commercial  growers  of  Wannamake r-Cl eveland  Cotton  Seed,  to 
J  *  E.  Barr  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division.- 

"You  will  remember  that  in  1320  you  secured  from  us, 
samples  of  delinted  cotton  seed  for  experimental  purposes. 
We  think  you  have  done  a  great  work  in  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  farmers  the  importance  of,  first  delist- 
ing and  then  recleaning  their  planting  cotton  seed. 

We  are  now  delinting  and  recleaning  our  entire  stock 
of  Wannamaker-Cleveland  Big  Boll  cotton  seed,  which  we  have 
for  sale,  and  our  own  planting,  and  find  that  this  process 
works  fine.     It  delivers  to  the  farmers  a  clean,  clear 
product  that  not  only  makes  a  good  looking  sample,  "but  insures 
them,  when  planted,  a  quick,  uniform  stand  of  cotton." 

Data  resulting  from  the  experiments  referred  to  were  published  in 
Department  Bulletins  No.  1056,  Marketing  Cotton  Seed  for  Planting  Purposes 
and  No.  1219,  Delinting  and  Recleaning  Cotton  Seed  for  Planting  Purposes. 
A  number  of  other  concerns  have  installed  the  necessary  machinery  for 
preparing  their  cottonseed  in  this  manner  since  the  publication  of  this 
bulletin,  many  of  whom  have  voluntarily  endorsed  the  process  with  equal 
enthusiasm.

Further  it  will  result  in  better  quality  forage 
being  furnished  the  animals  of  the  ..my  at  approximately  the  same  or  a  lower 
figure;  and  possibly  because  of  the  large  amount  of  hay  used  by  the  Army  it 
will  tend  to  stabilize  and  fix  uniformity  in  the  classes  and  grades  of  hay 
appearing  on  the  markets  in  this  country."

United  States  standards  for  extra  white  cotton,  grown  chiefly  in  the 
arid  and  semi-arid  regions  of  this  country,  have  "been  established  "by  the 
Secretary,  effective  August  1,  1927,  under  the  authority  of  the  cotton 
standards  act.     The  standards  are  in  five  grades  ranging  from  No,  3  extra 
white  to  Ho.  7  extra  white,  inclusive. 

Establishment  of  the  .grades  is  in  response  to  the  needs  of  growers 
of  extra  white  cotton  which  usually  commands  a  premium  over  other  grades  of 
cotton. 

The  standards  may  he  used  as  tentative  or  permissive  standards  in 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  extra  white  cotton,  up  to  August  1,  1927,  after 
which  the  standards  will  he  compulsory.

A  study  to  ascertain  the  present  status  of  farm  taxation  in  Colorado 
and  the  total  burden  of  farm  taxes  for  selected  years,  and  to  determine 
whether  a  revision  of  existing  tax  laws  would  lead  to  more  equitable  taxa- 
tion, has  been  undertaken  by  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Colorado  Agricultural  College.    R,  Wayne  Newton  will  represent 
this  Bureau  and  L.  A,  Koorehouse,  the  College, 

Data,  to  be  obtained  in  reply  to  questionnaires  sent  out  tc  owners  of 
renter  farms  throughout  Colorado  and3ata  which  are  on  file  at  the  state  house 
showing  the  relation  of  sales  to  assessed  values  of  real  estate  and  the 
total  amount  of  farm  taxes  for  selected  years  will  be  tabulated.     Parm  real 
estate  taxes  per  acre  for  one  of  the  years  selected  will  also  be  tabulated 
showing  land  taxes  by  counties  and  by  classes  of  land  within  each  county.} 
and  an  intensive  study  will  be  made  in  selected  counties  of  the  relative 
burden  of  taxes  on  farms  and  other  classes  of  property  to  ascertain  the 
percentage  of  net  income  consumed  by  taxes.    All  information  relative  to 
taxation  in  Colorado  obtainable  from  the  various  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment will  also  be  used. 

5.  CAMPAIGN  FOR  BETTER  GRAIN 

RESULTS  IN  ACTION  BY  "GROWERS. 

"As  Ye  Sow  So  Shall  Ye  Reap"  is  the  heading  on  a  poster  prepared  by 
Grain  Investigations  and  being  given  wide  distribution  as  part  of  the 
campaign  for  better  grain  in  the  Northwest. 

E.  G.  Boerner,  who  has  just  returned  from  the  Northwest,  states 
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that  the  campaign  for  smut  control  and  clean  seed  is  developing  great 
enthusiasm  and  much  action  among  growers.    Answers  to  a  questionnaire  sent 
"by  Grain  Investigations  to  country  elevators  in  the  Northwest  indicate 
that  a  large  percentage  of  then  are  this  year  cleaning  seed  grain  for 
their  farmer  patrons. 

R.  H.  Black,  stationed  at  Minneapolis,  has  "been  especially  active 
during  the  past  few  weeks  assisting  the  Northwest  Grain  Smut  Prevention 
Committee  in  urging  producers  to  treat  their  seed  wheat  for  smut  prevention. 
He  addressed  the  State  Farmers  Grain  Dealers  Association  at  Grand  Forks, 
N.  D. ,  March  3,  on  grain  cleaning  and  smut  prevention,  and  the  discussion 
which  followed  lasted  2  1/2  hours.    A  resolution  requesting  the  Department 
to  establish  grades  for  barley  was  adopted  following  Mr.  Boerner's  informal 
talk  on  proposed  barley  grades.

TO  BE  SURVEYED  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

To  discover  the  principles  involved  in  the  successful  organization 
of  local  community  groups,  an  intensive  study  of  Locust  Township,  Columbia 
County,  Pennsylvania,  is  to  be  undertaken  hy  the  Division  of  Farm  Popula- 
tion and  Rural  Life  in  cooperation  with  the  Pennsylvania  State  College. 
The  immediate  object  of  the  survey  is  to  determine  the  types  of  organiza- 
tions affecting  the  farm  youth  of  the  township,  their  number,  purposes 
and  effectiveness,  and  to  formulate  such  principles  and  conclusions  as  may 
he  applied  to  further  studies  in  rural  communities  in  Pennsylvania.

GRADES'  HELD  IN  WASHINGTON. 

About  10  State  representatives  from  eastern  apple  States  met  at  the 
Bureau,  last.  Friday  to  discuss  with  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  men  the  grading 
of  barreled  apple's.     Special  consideration  was  given  to  the  proposed  Federal 
grades  for  early  apples  and  to  grades  for  export  apples.     The  present  grades 
for  barreled,  apples  also  were  studied  carefully,  with  a  view  to  possible  re- 
vision. • 

5.   CALIFORNIA  AND  MISSOURI  TO  HAVE 

JOINT  INSPECTION  ON  DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

Agreements  have  been  entered  into  with  the  California  State  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Missouri  State  Marketing  Bureau  to  provide  joint  Federal 
State  inspection  service  on  butter,'  cream  and  eggs  produced  in,  shipped  into 
or  shipped  from  those  States,  and  particularly  to  promote  a  better  standardiza- 
tion of  eggs. 

•  The  California  Department  has  also  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
San  Francisco  Mercantile  Exchange  providing  for. the  inspection  of  butter, 
cheese  and  eggs  for  the  exchange  and  its  members,  and.  with  certain  packers 
and  shippers  of  eggs  in  and  around  petaluma,,  Calif,  with  a  view  to  developing 
a  better  .standardization  of  eggs,  and  to  inaugurate  and  develop  an  inspection 
service  on  eggs. 
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6.  ATTENTION  OF  FIELD  OFFICES.'  .  -.  .. 

Attention  is  called  to  Bulletin  No.  14,  Supplement  No.  12,  of  the 
Chief  Coordinator,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  with  this  copy  of  the  News  to 
field  offices.    It  relates  to  the  use  of  War  Department  co  muni  cation 
facilities.    Mr.  Kitchen  suggests  that  in  cities  where  there  is  an  Area 
Coordinator,  our  field  representatives  request  detailed  information  from 
him  as  to  the  use  of  their  corrmunication  facilities,  provided  our  leased 
wire  service  is  not  available.     If  prompt  service  can  he  obtained  on  miscel- 
laneous messages  from  certain  points,  and  the  Bureau's  leased  wire  service 
is  not  available  at  that  point,  we  should,  of  course,  avail  ourselves  of  it, 
Mr.  Kitchen  says. 

7.  BRANCH  COTTON  OFFICES ■ 

UNUSUALLY  BUSY  NO.,  . 

March  is  usually  a  busy  month  in  the  cotton  futures  markets  when  heavy 
deliveries  of  cotton  are  made  in  fulfillment  of  contracts,  and  this  month  is 
no  exception.    Under  the  provisions  of  the  cotton  futures  act,  all  cotton 
tendered  in  settlement  of  future  contracts  must  be  classed  by  a  Government 
board  of  cotton  examiners  and  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates  showing 
class  and  staple  of  the  cotton.    \/hen  deliveries  are  large,  it  follows  that 
the  classification  work  is  thereby  increased  and  clerical  work  incident  to 
recording    the  findings  of  the  classers,  preparing  certificates,  and  billing 
firms  reouesting  the  classing,  is  greatly  multiplied. 

To  assist  in  the  rush  at  the  New  York,  New  Orleans  and  Houston  offices, 
help  is  being  sent  from  Washington  and  3  temporary  appointments  are  being 
made.     R.  L.  Kause,  and  Howard  Roberts- have  gone  to  New  Orleans.     S.  H.  pearce 
has  been  assigned,  from  New  Orleans  to  Houston.     Two  classers  for  temporary 
service  are  being  appointed  to  help  at  New  Orleans  and  Houston.     J.  K.  wood, 
of  the  warehouse  Division,  was  expected  to  arrive  at  Houston  today.    E.  F. 
Buffington,  of  New  Bedford,  formerly  in  the  serx'ice,  has  been  appointed  to 
help  at  New  York.     w.  ?.  Barbot,  chairman  at  New  York,  and  A.  C.  Poultony. 
chairman  at  Houston,  have  been  handicapped  in  the  performances  of  their 
duties  by  illness. 

8.  MANY  WAREHOUSES  OPERATING 

UNDER  WAREHOUSE  ACT.  • 

Grain  warehouses  having  a.  combined  capacity  of  34,000,000  bushels 
have  been  licensed  to  date  by  the  warehouse  Division  under  the  provisions 
of  the  warehouse  act.     H.  S.  Yohe  reports  similar  wide  use  of  the  law  by 
warehouses  which  store  cotton,  tobacco,  beans,  potatoes  and  sirup.  Cotton 
warehouses  now  licensed  have  a  combined  capacity  of  nearly  2,400,000  bales. 
The  capacity  of  tobacco  warehouses  licensed  under  the  act  is  reported  at 
667,000,000  pounds;  wool  warehouses,  95,000  bags;  peanuts,  19,000  tons; 
broom  corn,   1,000  bales;  beans,   13,  500 , 000  pounds ;.  pota toes ,  16 ,000,000 
pounds;   sirup,  276,000  gallons;  and  dried  fruit,  100,000  pounds. 
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9.  GOVERNMENT  CHOP  IMPORTING 

APPRAISED  BY  CHAMBER  OF  COUIERCE. 

Government  methods  of  cotton  crop  forecasting  are  appraised  in  a 
report  on  the  sub ject  ■  issued  "by  the  agricultural  service  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  United  States.     The  agricultural  service  reaches  the 
conclusion,  based  upon  an  exhaustive  survey  of  cotton  crop  forecasts  for 
the  past  ten  years  both  Government  and  private,  their  effects  upon  market 
prices  and  the  variation 'from  ginning  figures,  that  "under  present  con- 
ditions the  system  'employed  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  in  forecasting 
cotton  production  appears  to  be  the  only  feasible  system  for  arriving  at 
an  intelligent  conception  of  the  probable  size  of  the  cotton  crop."  The 
Government  forecasts,  it  finds,  "give  valuable  information  to  the  cotton 
trade.     In  most  instances  they  probably  form  a  basis  for  trading  that 
more  nearly  reflects  current  conditions  than  would  be  possible  without 
them.     But  at  the  sane  time  they  do  disturb  the  market,  and  there  should 
be  enough  time  between  forecasts  to  allow  the  market  to  recover.  Evidently 
this  is  not  possible  with  two  forecasts  a  month."...  "All  that  these  fore- 
casts attempt  to  dc,"  says  the  agricultural  service,  summarizing  its  con- 
clusions, "is  to  measure  the  cotton  acreage  and  its  condition  of  growth  as 
of  a  certain  date,  and  to  calculate  a  figure  for  the  prospective  crop  on 
the  ba.sis  of  the  average  size  of  the  crop  which  similar  conditions  have 
produced  over  a  series  of  years.     The  accuracy  of  the  Government 1 s  method 
is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the  average  of  its  forecasts  for  a  number 
of  years  approximates  closely  the  average  of  the  ginning  returns.  The 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  the  largest  statistical  organization  of  any 
of  the  agencies  forecasting  the  cotton  crop.     Its  forecasts,  on  the  average, 
have  been  nearer  to  actual  ginning  returns  than  the  figure  commonly  called 
'the  average  of  the  private  forecasts.  1     They  have  also  been  less  variable 
from  one  tine  to  the  next.    All  of  the  forecasts  are  subject  to  about  the 
same  limitations." 

10.  CONFERENCE  QN~QATS  INSPECTION 

HELD  AT  LOUISVILLE.  KY.

INSTITUTE  OE  AGRICULTURE  AT  ROME . 


In  connection  with  the  forthcoming  Biennial  Meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  at  Rome, 
in  April,  the  following  have  been  appointed  as  delegates:     Dr.  C.  J. 
Galpin  and  Dr.  0.  C;  Stine  from  this  Bureau:     S.  T.Dana,  United . States 
Forest  Service  and  R.  A.  Oakley,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry;  L. . J.  Taber, 
Master  of  The  National  Grange,  Columbus,  Ohio  and  J.  G.  Lipman,  Director, 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  New  Brunswick,  N,  J..,         Dr.  R.  A. 
Pearson,  the  new  president  of  the  University- of  Maryland,  who  is  now  in 
Europe  is  also  recommended  to  serve,  as  well  as  Asher  Kobson,  the 
permanent  delegate  for  the  United  States  and  E.  A.  Foley,  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London. 

The  biennial  conference  which  is  attended  by  representatives  of 
62  countries,  will  outline  a  program  of  action  for  the  next  two  years, 
dealing  with  methods  of  collecting  and  using  statistics  on  current  world 
crop  conditions <  movement  of  agricultural  products  in  international  trade 
and  other  agricultural  problems.    The  Institute  is  virtually  a  world 
clearing  house  of  agricultural  information  and  is  important  in  enabling 
our  Department  of  Agriculture  to  keep  farmers  in  the  United  States  advised 
regarding  crop  conditions  in  competing  world  areas.    Through  the  Institute 
this  department  will  have  contact  with  the  principal  Government  crop 
reporting  agencies  of  the  world,  and  as  the  crop  data  are  received  here 
by  cable  and  radio  they  will  be  interpreted  and  immediately  released  over 
the  country  for  the  guidance  of  farmers  in  the  production  and  marketing 
of  their  crops. 

2 .    DR.  STINE  TO  MAKE  FOREIGN  -STUDIES 

IN  ADDITION  TO  ATTENDING  INSTITUTE. 


Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  Economist  in  Charge  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research  who  has  been  appointed  as  a  delegate  to  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture,  in  Rome,  will  go  to  other  points  in 
Italy,  France,  Jugoslavia,  Hungary,  Poland,  Germany,  Denmark,  Holland, 
Belgium,  England,  Ireland,  Austria  and  possibly  other  countries.    He  will 
also  discuss  with  consuls  the  need  of  agricultural  information  from  their 
districts  and  the  need  for  a  prompt  reporting  of  agricultural  conditions. 
He  plans  to  study  the  trend  of  probable  future  -oroduction  of  countries 
affected  by  the  war,  and  the  extent  of  recovery  from  war-time  conditions. 

Dr.  Stine  has  passage  cn  the  S.  S.  Berengaria,  sailing  March  31. 
and  will  remain  in  Europe  about  three  months. 
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3.    . GRAIN- REPRESENTATIVES  20 

CONFER  '.7ITH  CMADIM.  OFFICIALS. 

H.  J.  Lesley,  in  charge,  Grain  Marketing  Division,  and  Edward  J. 
Murphy  left  Washington  last  night  for  Montreal,  where  they  will  meet 
with  Canadian  Government  grain  officials  on  Wednesday,  to  discuss  the 
inspection  methods  used  in  shipping  American  grain  through  Canada  to 
European  markets. 

Rutherford  T.  Miles,  G-rain  Inspector  at  Chicago  and  John  H.  Frazier, 
Grain  Inspector  at  New  York  will  also  attend  the  conference  which  is  the 
outgrowth  of  certain  communications  from  English  and  Italian  "buyers  of 
American  grain  shipped  from  the  port  of  Montreal,  that  the  .grain  is  not 
up  to  American  standards.    The  inspection  problems  involved  are  to  be  , 
taken  up  with  Canadian  officials  with  a  view  to  establishing  relation- 
ships with  that  country  which  will  remove  the  possibility  of  future  em- 
barrassment . 

k .  '  FARM  REAL  ESTATE  MARKET  TO  BE 

'  STUDIED  IN  SOUTH  CAROL INA . 

This  -study  has  been  arranged  for  Anderson  County,  South  Carolina* 
and  agreement  entered  into  with  Clemson  College  and  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  to  provide  for  study  in  a  representative  cotton  county,  having  an 
active  land  market,  the  movement  of  farm  real  estate  prices  and  their 
relation  to  such  factors  as  general  price  level,  prices  of  farm  products, 
etc.    A  tabulation  of  data  from  farm  records  will  be  made,  supplemented 
by  information  obtained  from  county  officers,  real  estate  dealers  and 
holders  of  farm  mortgages. 

5.    AGRICULTURAL  SURVEY  OF  IDAHO  PROGRESSES . 

The  general  plans  for  the  Economic  Survey  of  .Idaho  Agriculture 
were  presented  to  the  extension  staff  of  the  University  of  Idaho  at  the 
county  agent  regional  conferences  held  at  Sand  Point  and  Pocatello  re- 
cently by  B.  H.  Critchfield  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  who  is 
directing  the  survey.    The  extension  staff  is  cooperating  with  the  Ex- 
periment Station  and  State  Department  in  carrying  on  the  survey  and 
Committees  were  selected  by  the  conferences  to  actively  work  with  the 
survey  staff  on  the  various  enterprises  to  be  given  special  study.  Two 
county  agents  who  are  working  toward  their  Masters  Degrees  are  planning 
to  make  detailed  Economic  studies  of  their  sections  of  the  state  as  . 
their  theses.      One  of"  these  will  deal 'with  the  cut-over  sections  of 
Northern  Idaho  and  the  other  with  one  of  the  main  irrigated  sections  in 
the  Snake  River  Valley.    These'  studies  will  be  part  of  the  statewide 
survey.'.  Dean  E.  J.  Iddings,  Director  of  Extension;  County  Agent  Leader, 
J.  H.  Reardon;  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  TJ .  B.  Kjosness  and  George 
Sulerud,  Research  Economist  of  the  University  of  Idaho  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station,  were  among, the  speakers  at  the  conferences. 
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6.    U.  S.  HAY  STANDARDS  UNDER  ; 

CONSIDERATION  IN  CANADA. 

Edward  C.  Parker,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  spent  the 
week  of  March  15th  at  Montreal  and  Toronto,  Canada  assisting  the  Canadian 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  discussion  of  hay  standardization  and 
inspection  problems  at  meetings  organized  by  the  Canadian  Department.  A 
two-days'  meeting  was  held  at  Montreal  at  which  about  one  hundred  hay  deal- 
ers, hay  producers,  Canadian  Department  officials,  and  agricultural  paper 
representatives  were  present  from  the  Province  of  Quebec.    The  official 
hay  grades  of  the  United  States  were  demonstrated  by  Mr.  Parker  at  this 
meeting,  and  the  dealers  and  producers  were  greatly  interested  in  dis- 
cussions of  methods  for  improving  the  quality  of  the  Canadian  crop  and 
the  grading  of  it  under  United  states  standards. 

A  similar  meeting  was  held  at  Toronto  in  the  Dominion  Seed  Branch 
Building  and  Laboratory,  which  was  attended  by  a  group  of  Ontario  province 
dealers  and  shippers  who  were  especially  interested  in  the  official  hay 
standards  of  the  United  States  for  alfalfa.    At  both  meetings  resolutions 
were  passed  by  those  present  commending  the  hay  standardization  work  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  recommending  the  adoption 
of  United  States  grades  by  the  Canadian  Government  in  so  far  as  United 
States  grades  apply  to  the  kinds  and  mixtures' of  hay  produced  in  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada. 

'    7-    BRITISH  WOOL  TRADE  ENDORSES 

TJORK  TOWARD  STANDARDIZAT ION, 

Secretary  Jardine  has  just  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  B.  Parkinson,  . 
President  of  the  British  Wool  Federation,  in  which  he  states  that  it  was 
a  pleasure  for  him  to  meet  Mr.  G.  T.  Willingmyre,  the  Department's  repre- 
sentative, in  the  wool  and  top  standardisation  conferences  held  in  England 
last  fall.    Mr.  Parkinson  expresses  his  readiness  to  give  at  all  times 
such  assistance  as  may  be  in  his  power,  to  finally  complete  the  wool  stand- 
ardization work  of  the  Department. 

8.   ■  MEAT  GRADING  SERVICE  BENEFITS  TRADE. 

The  usefulness  of  the  meat  grading  service  is  illustrated  by 
an  incident  which  recently  came  to  the  attention  of  the  New  York  live- 
stock office. 

A  dispute  arose  between  buyer  and  seller  over  the  grade  of  a 
carload  of  beef,  whereupon  the  New  York  office  was  asked  to  make  an 
official  grading  and  issue  a  certificate  of  its  findings.    When  the 
seller  heard  this,  however,  he  immediately  expressed  his  readiness  to 
be  fair  and  satisfactory  adjustments  were  made  without  the  services  of 
the  Bureau. 

This  shows  how  the  trade  can  be  benefitted  by  the  mere  existence 
of  a  competent  and  impartial  grading  service  which  may  be  called  into  use 
when  needed. 
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9.     TO  ALL  MEMBERS  OP  THE  DEPARTMENT:  . 

In  ray  Annual  Report  to  the  President  I  stated  that  "the  business 
policy  of  the  Department  is  to.  insure  value  received  to  the  taxpayers  for 
every  dollar  "spent,  for  federal  activities.'1    By  .this.

In.  fact,  members'-  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  .with  their  direct 
contact  with  farmers,  are , peculiarly  equipped  to  appreciate  personally 
the  value  of  money,,  and  the  fact  that  every- dollar  spent  for  nublic. ' 
purposes  had  first  to  be  earned  and  paid^as  taxes  by  a  citizen.  The 
complete  cooperation  of  the.  members  of  the  Department  .in  avoiding  waste 
and  establishing  sound  management  has  been  a  source, of  gratification  to 
all  concerned  and  has  met  with,  public  appreciation  on  .numerous' occasions. 
I  personally  'know  the  difficulties,  and  your  success,- in  solving  them.

•   You  are  already  familiar  with  the  fiscal  situation  dealt  with 
by  the  President  and  the  Director  of  the  Budget  at  the  business,  meeting- 
oh  January  30 .     The  current  tax  legislation,  however,  has  made  this 
situation  more  acute,    To  meet -it  challenges  our  best  thought  and  effort.

A  cooperative  agreement  has  been  entered  into  by  the  Division  uf 
Land  Economics  and  the  University  of  Maryland  to  study  the  methods  of  rent- 
ing land  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland,  and  the  effect  of  present  rent- 
ing methods.    The  object  of  this  -survey  will  be  to  obtain  data  regarding 
the  system  of  renting  and  the  returns  from  farms  in  Kent  and  Qustn  Anne 
counties  where  in  recent  years  the  change  from  a  grain  growing  area  to  a 
dairy  section  has  been  going  on  without  an  adjustment  in  the  system  of  rent- 
ing land.    Data  will  be  collected  by  means  of  personal  visits  to  a  number 
of  selected  farms  in  the  section  mentioned. 

11 .  FOREIGN  PROFESSOR  EXPRESSES  APPRECIATION 

OF  DEPARTMENT  BULLETINS.  '"  ' 

In  a  recent  letter  to  Mordecai  Ezekiel,  Stefan  Moszczenski, 
professor  of  Farm  Management,  College  of  Agriculture,  Warsaw,  Poland, 
says: 

"I  obtained  your  very  interesting  correspondence  and  I  profited 
greatly  of  the  bulletins  sent  by  you.     I  felt  happy  to  see  how  much 
advanced  is  the  work  of  the  American  learned  men  in  the  branch  of 
science  interesting  me  so  much  and  so  long  a  time.

12 .  LAND  UTILIZATION  IN  DRAINAGE 

ENTERPRISES  TO  BE  "STUDIED. 

A  ?-tudy  of  the  utilization  of  land  located  in  drainage  enterprises 
is  to  be  made  by  R.  p.  Teele,  Land  Economics  and  R.  D.  Marsden  of  the 
Bureau  of  public  Roads.    The  object  of  the  study  is  to  determine  the 
extent  to  which  land  in  drainage  enterprises  is  not  fully  employed  in 
production  and  the  conditions  that  have  operated  to  prevent  a  more 
adequate  use  of  such  lands;  and  to  ascertain  the  relation  of  incomplete 
utilization  of  land  to  the  problems  of  financing  drainage  enterprises. 

An  examination  will  be  made  of  about  twenty-f ive  typical  drain- 
age districts  in  the  Southern  States,  choosing  districts  vhich  were  re- 
ported in  the  census  of  1920.    Work  will  be  done  in  the  South  Atlantic, 
the  Gulf  and  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley  States.    Data  will  be 
collected  as  to  cost,  progress  in  repaying  cost,  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  reclaimed  land  has  contributed  to  repaying  the  cost. 

13 .  COUNTRY  DOCTORS  INTERESTED. 

Wayne  C.  Nason,  Division  of  Farm  Population . and  Rural  Life,  has 
had  several  inquiries  from  physicians  who  wish  to  locate  in  the  rural 
sections  described  in  his  bulletin  which  is  announced  on  page  8.  Mr. 
Nason' s  subject  stresses  the  need  for  country  doctors  and  the  press 
has  already  given  wide  publicity  to  this  feature  of  his  text. 
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l4.     IN  CONGRESS: 


The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  was  reported  from  the 
Conference  Committee  on  March  23.    All  points  were  agreed  to  except 
the  item  carried  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board,  providing  for  the  inspection  of  fruits',' vegetables,  seeds,  etc., 
offered  for  export,  and  certification  as  to  freedom  of  ,such  products 
from  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests  according  to  the  sanitary  require- 
ments of  foreign  countries.    This  item  will  come  up  for  a  separate  vote 
on  the  floor  of  each  house. 

The  only  change  made  "by  the  Conference  Committee  in  the  items" 
for  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  was  the  reduction  of  the  Market 
News  Service  item  "by  $14,000  "below  the  amount  passed  "by  the'  Senate. 
This  item  now  carries  $775,150  as  compared  with  $719,748  for  tiie  current 
year.        ..  f  , 

The  Conference  report  has  not  yet  "been  adopted,  but  it  is  probable 
that  no  further  change  will  be  made  in  the  items  for  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics.

Economic  History 

The  library  has  recently  received  a  volume  entitled  A  History  of  Economic 
progress,  by  W.  W.  Jennings  (2".  Y. ,  Thomas  Y.   Crowe  11  co.,  1926)  Associate 
Professor  of  Economic  History  in  the  University  of  Kentucky,     The  author  de- 
fines economic  history  as  11  the  explanation  of  the  economic  life  of  a  people" 
or  "  the  analysis  and  explanation  of  causal  relationships."

The  Economic  Problem 

The  Economic  Problem  by  R.  G.  Hawtrey  (Longmans,  Green  &  Co,,  New  York 
and  London)  is  one  of  our  new  books.  The  author  writes  in  the  preface  as  follows; 

"In  Economics,  as  everywhere  in  the  application  of  systematic  thought-  to 
human  affairs,   there  is  a.  conflict  between  the  general  and  the  particular* 
Economists,  seeking  to  establish  general  economic  laws,  evolve  simplified  versions 
of  human  nature  and  of  the  circumstances  in  which  human  nature  works,    But  when 
they  come  to  apply  their  laws  to  particular  cases,   their  conclusions  are  vitiated 
by  the  abstract  nature  of  their  premises... 

"To  make  economics  fruitful,  we  need  to  extend  as  much  as  possible  the 
field  of  systematic  reasoning,  and  so  to  reduce  within  manageable  proportions  the 
residue  left  over  for  the  practical  judgment.    Existing  economic  doctrine  has  or  . 
is  apt  to  have  two  serious  shortcomings:  it  presents  too  abstract  a  view  of  human 
nature,  and  it  evades  the  Question  of  the  true  end  of  economic  action. 


"In  the  treatment  of  human  nature,  the  'economic  man5  has  long  become 
a  "by-wordy..  Apart  from  the  economic  man,   the  psychology,  employed  by  econ- 
omists is  almost  entirely  empirical.     Yet  psychology  has  in  recent  years  made 
great  progress,  and  has  particularly  been  brought  into  closer  touch  than  ever 
before  with  practical  life.     Some  aspects  of  this  progressive  and  vital  science 
can,  I  believe,  be  applied  fruitfully  to  economics/.. 

"As  to  the  end  of  economic  action,  that  is  of  course  a  part  of  ethics* 
No  one  would  propose  to  build  economics  on  so  shifting  a  foundation  as  the 
theories  of  moral  philosophers*     On  the  other  hand  to  set  up  a  single  economic 
end  such  as  'utility1  is  to  divorce  the  subject  from  practical  life.  For 
every  voluntary  action  in  practical  life  is  an  essay  in  applied  ethics..* 

"The  intrusion  of  ethics  and  psychology  into  economics  does  not  mean 
that  the  subject  is  to  be  lifted  nearer  the  clouds.     On  the  contrary  the  reader 
will  understand  from  the  foregoing  remarks,  and  will,  I  hope,  be  convinced  by 
my  book  that  it  brings  the  subject  into  closer  touch  with  the  facts  and  inter- 
ests of  practical  life." 

The  first  twelve  chapters  are  devoted  to  an  exposition  of  the  economic 
system  as  it  is,  and  of  its  operations.     Chapters  thirteen,  fourteen  and 
fifteen  treat  of  human  nature  (The  Motives  of  the  Market,  The  Family,  Human 
Nature  and  the  State)     The  remainder  of  the  book,  chapters  sixteen  to  thirty- 
one,  are  critical  and  speculative,  with  such  captions  as  Mercantilism  and  the 
Hunt  for  Markets,  Protective  Tariffs,  and  ..^rationalization. 

In  this  section  of  the  book,  the  individualist  is  criticised  from  the 
point  of  view  of  human  welfare.     It  is  shown  that  one  of  the  most  momentous 
charges  of  the  past  one  hundred  years  has  been  the  inclusion  of  questions  of 
human  welfare  with  politics  under  the  pressure  of  democracy.    " The  conception 
of  the  State  as  an  instrument  of  welfare  has  begun  to  gain  a  footing,  and  the 
earlier  conception  of  it  as  an  association  for  attack  and  defence,  and  inci- 
dentally for  discipline,  has  been  challenged...     Up  to  a  certain  point  there 
is  no  very  clear  divergence  between  the  two  conceptions  of  the  State  so  far 
as  practical  consequences  are  concerned,..     When  the  -two  aims  clash  it  is 
power  that  prevails  and  welfare  that  gives  way.     Enthusiasts  for  any  social 
reform  do  not  press  it  against  the  argument  that  it  will  weaken  the  country... 
No  statesman  can  take  the  responsibility  of  weakening  his  country...     The  two 
policies  represent  two  rival  solutions  of  the  economic  problem.     The  problem  is 
how  to  direct  the  joint  action  of  a.  human  community*"      230  H31 

M.  Charles  Gide  on  Cooperation 

M«  Charles  G-ide,  the  foremost  spokesman  of  the  cooperative  movement 
in  France,  in  a.  series  of  lectures  given  at  the  College  de  France  in  February 
and  March,  1924,  and  published  under  the  title  Le  programme  Cooperatiste  et  le 
Salariat  (Paris,  Association  pour"  1 'Enseignement  de  la  Cooperation)  discusses 
the  wage  earning  system  and  its  relation  to  cooperation.     Defining  the  wage- 
earner  as  one  who  has  an  employer  but  no  client  in  contradistinction  to  the 
independent  worker  who  has  clients  but  no  employer  or  ma.ster,  he  denies  the 
contention  of  many  that  the  wage-earning  system  is  an  outgrowth  of  serfdom, 
itself  an  outgrowth  of  slavery,  and  points  out  that  there  have  been  wage  earner 
down  through  the  centuries,  even  from  Biblical  times.     He  enumerates  the  ben- 
efits of  the  system  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  economist  as  well  as  the  ob- 
jections put  forth  by  its  opponents.     The  crucial  problem  is  to  find  a  satis- 
factory system  to  take  its  place,  a  problem  that  is  particularly  difficult  of 
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solution  in  the  industrial  world.     In  agriculture  it  has  "been  partially  solved 
"by  the  expropriation;  in  many  European  countries  of  large  estates,  their  ."breaking 
up  into  small  holdings  given  over  to  the  small  farmer  or  peasant  who  .thus  be-  ' 
comes  his  own  master,  economically  dependent  upon  what  he  himself  produces.  . 
That  is  one  solution  of  the  •  problem.     The  only  other  possible  one  is  that  the 
worker  he  in  the  service  of  a- society  or  a  nation,  in  .which  case,  whatever  name- 
he  may  he  called  by,  he  is  still  in.  reality  a  salaried  worker.    Hence,  the  de-  . 
mand  for  the  abolition  of  the. wages  system  is  being  replaced  by  a  demand  for 
abolition  of  profits,  which  is,  in  the  end,  the  same  .thing,     lhat  is  what  the 
consumers'  cooperative  societies  stand  for.     rlhe  employee  knows,  that  he  is  not 
working  for  an  individual  or  a  class  but  for  the- good  of  society  of  which  he  is 
a  part.  _  .The  question  of  the  wages  system  is  psychological  rather  than  economical. 
The  worker -will  cease  'to  be  a  wage-  earner  on  the  day  when  he  no  longer  thinks  he 
is  one.

-In  his  discussion  Of  the  high  cost  ..of  .living  in  this  course,  1924-25, 
issued  under  the  title  La  Lutte  Contre  la  Cherte  et  la  Cooperation  (Paris, 
Association  pour  1  'E.nseignement  de  ■  la  Cooperation).  Mi;  Gdde  points  out  that 
the  increased  cost  of  living  is  not  sn  actual  increase  but  is.  the  result  of 
the  decreased  purchasing  power  of  the  franc.'  ■  Those  who  benefit  from  the  increased 
prices  .are  those  who  have  something  to  sell.  .  Those,  who  suffer  are  the  purchasers 
or  consumers,  particularly  those  of  fixed  ,ncome,and  to  a  certain  extent  the 
salaried  class  whose  income  has  not  kept  pace  with  increased  prices.    Among  the 
causes  of  the  high  cost  of  living  are  those  originating  during  the  war,  some  of 
whicb  have  ceased  to  exist,. and,  among  others,  taxation,  speculation,  the  in- 
creased number  of  holidays,  and  the  eight-hour  day.    After  discussing  these  in 
detail,  the  author  comes  .to  the  conclusion  that,  ,  while  the  combined  action  of 
the  government  and  the  cooperative  societies  has  been  effective  in  certain  in- 
stances and  while,  in  his  view,  "municipal  cooperation"  has  a  future  ^as  evidenced 
by  its  success  in  Italy,  the  main.cau.se  of  the  high  cost  of  living,  and,  perhaps 
as,  far  as  France  is  concerned,  the  only  cause  is  the  dep  eciation  of  the  ..franc  t . 
and  therefore  'the  principal,  if  not  the  only  remedy  is  stabilisation,  not  by.  ■ 
devalorisation,  but  along  the  lines  adopted  in  Austria.    280.2  G36Lp  no. 7. 

Hides  and  Skins   .  . 

The  library  has  received  Hides  and  Skins,  by  Jo'iih  R.  Arnold  (Chicago, 
A.  W.  Shaw,  1925).    The  author  is  Executive  Secretary  of  the  national  Association 
of  Importers  of  Hides  and  Skins  and  was  formerly  Foreign  Trade  Adviser  of  the 
Tanners'  Council  of  America.     The  work  is  the  first  of  the  series  on  Raw-Material 
Markets  which  is- being  .issued  by  the  publishers  under  the  editorship  of  J.  Anton 
de  Haas,  Professor  of  Foreign  Trade,  Uew  York  University.     It  takes  up  first  the 
nature  and  economic  relations  of  hides  and  skins,   their  physical , qualities,  the 
"take-off"  and -cure  of  them,  defects  and  methods  and  standards  of  grading.  Next 
the  author  has  chapters  on  trade  organization  and  contacts,  restrictions  on 
international  trade,  and  price  movements  and  quotations.     He  then  takes  up  in 
turn  cattlehides,  calfskins, .sheepskins,  lambskins,  goat  skins ,  kid skins,  horse- 
hides  and  pigskins,  as  well  as  the  minor  classes  of  hides  and  skins  such  as 
deerskins,  reindeer  skins,  sealskins  and  others.     There  is  a  glossary  of  techni- 
cal terms  and.  a  good  index.  .  Production  and.  stocks  are  given  for  the  various 
skins  for  "pre-war,  wartime  and  post-war11  periods.     303  ArG  ;

The  Natural  Increase  of  Mankind,  "by  J.  Shirley  Sweeney,  (Baltimore 
.v'illiams  &  Wilkins  Co.  ,  1*926)  which  we  have  recently  received  is  based  on 
the  work  the  author  did  at  Johns  Hopkins  University  for  his  Doctorate  of 
Science  in  Hygiene  in  the  Department  of  Biometry  and  Vital  Statistics, 
under  Dr.  Raymond  Pearl.     The  introduction,  by  Dr.  william  H.  Welch  of  that 
University,  contains  the  following: 

"Dr.  Sweeney's  study  of  population  growth  is  the  most  comprehensive 
world-wide  survey  of  this'  subject  made  in  recent  years  by  application  of  a 
uniform  statistical  method,   so  far  as  available  data,  permit.     Ee  is  careful 
to  point  out  the  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  character  of  no  small  part 
of  the  statistical  data,  and  the  bearing  of  this  imperfection  upon  inferences 
to  be  drawn  from  them.     It  is  a  source  of  profound  regret  and  a  reproach  that 
our  country  has  been  so  terribly  backward  in  collecting  the  data,  especially 
the  birth-rates,  requisite'  for  such  a  study,  although  there  is  gratifying  im- 
provement in  this  regard  'within  recent  years.     Contrast  the  situation  of  the 
United  States  with  its  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory  registration  of  births  for 
a  decade  or  two  in  only  a  part,  although  fortunately  a  rapidly  increasing  part, 
of  the  country  with  the  remarkably  satisfactory  records  of  Sweden  going  back 
to  1748... 

"The  author's  most  important  conclusion,  however ,  is  in  accord  with 
that  reached,  by  many  other  students  of  the  population  question,  particularly 
during  and  since  the  world  war,   that  several  western  European  countries, 
Prance  being  a  unique  exception  in  many  respects,  as  well  as  China,  India 
and  Japan,  are  already  suffering  from  over-population,  and  that  for  a  number 


of  other  countries  the  outlook  in  the  not  distant  future  is  ominous.  In 
other  words  the  author  holds  that  the  question  of  over-population  is  a  world 
prohlem  deserving  already  the  most  serious  consideration  and  likely  to  "become 
within  the  next  half-century  or  century  for  many  parts  of  the  world  a  prohlem 
of ,  the  most  pressing  importance...  The  least  that  the  situation,  demands  is  some 
general  recognition  of  the  immediate  and  future  dangers,  and  some  intelligent 
study  of  the  subject  "by  those  in  authority  or  in  position  to  influence  govern- 
mental  policies  and  public  opinion.     Considerations  such  as  those  mentioned  and 
other  relevant  ones  affecting  the  prosperity  of  nations  and  the  peace  of  the 
world  call  urgently  for  that  serious  international  study  and  conference  and 
that  helpful  international  cooperation  and  adjustment  for  which  the  League  of 
Nations,  with  its  trained  secretariat  and  its  organized  system  of  conferences 
between  representatives  of  governments  is  the  only  agency  existing  today  or 
likely  to  be  created  either  qualified  or  empowered  to  act  with  any  measure  or 
promise  of  success."      280  Sw3 

Rural  Population 

The  Social  Composition'  of  the  Rural  Population  of  the  United  States  by 
Luther  Sheeleigh  Cressman,    (N.Y. ,  George  H.  Eoran,  1925)  has  been  received  in  the 
library.     The  author  writes  that  11  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  ascertain 
whether  the  population  which  the  Census  defines  as  'rural,  '  and  which  includes 
the  residents  of  snail  incorporated  places  as  well  as  the  population  of  all  un- 
incorporated areas,  is  homogeneous  or  whether  the  population  of  the  village  and 
that  of  the  open-country  are  fundamentally  different  in  composition  and  character' 
istic'Sv     That  the  problem  of  ascertaining  the  exact  nature  of  the  'rural'  popu- 
lation is  a  vital  one  to-day, '  no  one  dealing  with  .sociological  data,  will  doubt... 
Efforts  to  evaluate  the  relative  effects  of  rural  and  of  urban  conditions 
upon  American  social  development  have  not  been  satisfactory  to  any  great  ex- 
tent so  far  as  the  rural  influences  are  concerned,  because  of  the  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  real  na-ture  of  the  rural  population.     If  there  are  signifi- 
cant differences  between  the  open-country  and  the  village  populations, '  then 
the  research  that  treats  the  rural  population  as  a  homogeneous  class  cannot 
be  accurate  in  its  conclusions... 

"The  only  method  of  study  that  will  lead  to  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of 
the  nature  of  the  village  population  and  that  of  the  open-country  is  the  pains- 
taking inductive  examination  of  data  for  the  characteristics  to  be  compared. 
Such  an  analysis  of  the  rural  population  is  the  purpose  of  this  study." 

In  his  conclusion  the  author  writes  "It  has  been  shown  conclusively 
that  the  population  classified  under  the  category  'rural'  consists  of  two 
separate  elements,   the  village  and  the  open  country,  which  vary  from  division 
to  division  but  always  consist  of  two  distinct  elements...  No  study  of  rural 
life  in  the  United  States  can  afford  to  disregard  the  need  of  considering 
separately  these  tyro  rural  types,  village  and  open  country."    281.2  C86

Agricultural  Library  Ilotes 

The  Main  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  cooperation 
with  the  libraries  of  the  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  State  Experiment  Stations 
"began  in  January,  1926,   to  issue  a  monthly  mimeographed  publication  entitled 
Agricultural  Library  ITotes.     The  foreword,   signed  by  Miss  Claribel  R.  Barnett, 
Librarian  of  the  Department,  contains  the  following  statement  as  to  the  purpose 
and  scope  of  the  publication: 

"The  need  has  been  felt- for  some  time  of  a  medium  of  communication  be- 
tween the  agricultural  libraries  of  this  country.    At  the-  last  meeting  of  the 
Agricultural  Libraries  Section  of  the  American  Library  Association  a  definite 
recommendation  was  made  that  the  Library  of  the  tf.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
be  asked  to  issue,  in  cooperation  with  the  state  agricultural  libraries,  mimeo- 
graphed letters  giving  news  notes  on  reading  lists  and  bibliographies  prepared 
by  agricultural  libraries, ■ and  pointing  out  important  new  material  which  might 
not  otherwise  come  to  the  attention  of  the  individual  agricultural  librarians. 
It  was  also  recommended  at  this  meeting  that  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
be  asked  to  issue  a  list  of  new  mimeographed  material.  In  an  effort  to  meet  these 
needs  and  requests  'Agricultural  Library  Notes'  has  been  inaugurated, 

11  In  addition  to  the  subjects  which  were  definitely  recommended  for  inclu- 
sion, it  was  thought  that  it  might  be  of  interest  to  include  in  each  number  a 
list  of  new  agricultural  and  scientific  periodicals  and  a  list  of  changes  in  such 
•  periodicals. 

"As  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  had  a  request 
from  one  of  the  state  agricultural  college  libraries  for  a  list  of  its  available 
duplicates  which  it  formerly  distributed,  there  has  been  included  in  this  number, 
as  an  experiment,  a.  short  list  of  the  titles  of  some  of  the  foreign  agricultural 
serials  of  which  the  Library  contains  duplicates.     If  the  list  proves  of  interest, 
similar  lists  will  be  a  regular  feature  in  future  numbers. » 

Two  issues  of  Agricultural  Library  ITotes  have  been  published.     Those  who 
care  to  receive  it  should  send  their  requests  to  Miss  Barnett. 

Cost  of  production 

The  Quarterly  Journal  of  Economics  for  February,  1926,  contains  an  ar- 
ticle by  M.  E.  Bennett  of  the  Pood  Research  Institute,  Stanford  University, 
entitled  The  Development  and  Purposes  of  Farm-Cost  Investigations  in  the 
United  States.     The  author  first  describes  the  four  methods  of  collecting  data; 
(1)  route  method,   (2)  survey  method,  (3)  questionnaire  method,  and  (4)  farmer's 
record  method.     The  history  of  the  movement  is  sketched,  and  .  the  influences 
promoting  it.     In  part  three  the  object  of  cost  of  production  studies  is  dis- 
cussed.    From  this  section  the  following  excerpt  is  taken; 

11  The  broad  purpose  of  farm-cost  investigation,  as  a  type  of  economic  in- 
quiry conducted  by  agencies  responsible  primarily  to  farmers,  has  always  been 
to  discover  means  whereby  the  economic  welfare  of  farmers  can  be  advanced... 
Inquiry  into  farm  costs  of  production  with  the  purpose  of  increasing  farm  prof- 
its has  been  directed  at  only  two  of  the  factors — prices  of  farm  products,  and 
efficiency  in  farm  operation.     Farm-cost  investigators  have  thus  had  two  major 
objectives  in  mind,  the  control  of  farm  prices  and  the  increase  of  farm  effi- 
ciency.    Each  of  these  requires  some  further  analysis. 


11  The  control  of  prices  of  farm  products  "by  the  use  of  farm-cost  statis- 
tics  has  been  approached  from  various  directions.     Cost  data  have  "been  regarded 
as  a  suitable  ba,sis  for  price-setting  "by  cooperative  producers'  associations, 
for  tar iff -making,  or  for  legislative  or  administrative  price-fixing.  They 
have  also  heen  regarded  as  effective  propaganda  in  inducing  consumers  to  pay 
higher  prices  "by  demonstrating  that  farmers  were  not  receiving  'reasonable* 
profits.    With  respect  to  the  increase,  of  farm  efficiency,  cost  statistics  have 
heen  thought  to  be  useful  in  the  solution  of  several  important  aspects  of  the 
farmer's  production  problem.     Cost  data  have  seemed  particularly  capable  of  solv- 
ing the  problem  of  output  (what  to  produce  and  in  what  proportions)  and  the  prob- 
lem of  operation  (which  methods  and  practices  pay  best,  or  which  combinations  . 
of  the  cost-factors  pay  best,,  or' what  intensity  of  cultivation  pays  best).  They 
have  likewise  seemed  serviceable  in  the  solution  of  the  investment  problem 
(how  much,  wha,t  proportion,  and  what  equipment  in  the  form  of.  land,  buildings, 
•livestock,  machinery,  and  labor  is  desirable)  and  of  the  problem  of  disposition 
(whether  to  feed  or  sell,  and  when  and  how  to  sell).  . 

il Farm-cost  investigation  has  thus  been  regarded  by  its  sponsors  as  a  tool 
useful  to  serve  at  least  eight  different  .purposes,  most  of'  them  of  rather  wide 
significance.     On  the  whole,  however,  its  history  is  a  history  of  disappointed  . 
purposes.     [Experience  in  Cost  inquiry  has  served  to  cut  down  the  list  of  objec- 
tives considerably.     Few  leaders  of  agricultural  thought  now  entertain  the  no- 
tion that  cost  statistics  serve  effectively  as  propaganda : to  induce  consumers 
to  pay  higher  prices,  or,  as  this  use  is  more  euphemistically  expressed,  to 
'place  the  producer  and  the  consumer  on  a  better  basis  of  mutual  understanding.'1 
Fewer  still  suppose  that  cost  statistics  really  provide  a  sound  basis  for  leg- 
islative price-fixing,  tho  this  idea  is  still  current  among  the  rank  and  file 
of  farmers.     To  some  extent  price-fixing  on  the  cost-plus  basis  has  been  dis- 
placed by  the  'ratio  price  •  idea  embodied  in  the  kcifery-Haugen    Bill.     The  no.- 
tion  of  using  farm-cost  data  in  tariff-making  is  on  the  decline,  if  the  Presi- 
dent's recent  comment  upon  the  'Tariff  Commission's  investigation  of  sugar  costs 
can  be  regarded  as  evidence.     The  only  price-regulating  purpose  of  cost  inquiry 
still  regarded  favorably  is  that  of  determining  what  prices  producers'  associ- 
ations shall  ask;  and  to  leaders  of  agriculture  this  is  scarcely  an  important  pur- 
pose. 

,: Agricultur al  leaders  are,  however,   still  enthusiastic  in  regarding  cost 
investigation  as  valuable  in  the  slow  process  of  increasing  farm ~ efficiency. 
At  the  present  time'  a  considerable  expansion  of  cost  inquiry  designed  to  serve 
this  end  is  contemplated.     Agricultural  leaders  in  31. states  have  recently  ex- 
pressed themselves,  in  favor  of  the  formulation,  by  governmental  agencies,  of 
programmes .  involving  tho  collection,  analysis,  and' dissemination  of  data,  on  sup- 
plies, movements,  prices,  demand,  and  costs  of  farm  products,  to  the  end  that 
farmers  may  be  taught  efficiency  in  production-.    The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Fco- 
nornics  likewise  strongly  favors  this  activity;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
has  expressed  himself  as  an  advocate  of  'pat ting. more  "business51  into  farming.'11 
■  After  discussing  the'  difficulties,  in  obtaining  accuracy  in  cost  of  pro-  _ 
auction  data  the  author  conclude.s  as  follows: 

"For  more  modest  purposes  than  those  commonly  formulated,  cost  data  are 
none  the  less  valuable.     They  certainly  provide  -  a  fund  of  information  not  other- 
wise accessible  on  past  change s  in  the  conditions  of  agricultural  production. 
They. seem  capable  in  time  of  throwing  some  light  upon  the  theory  of  cost-and- 
pr ice  relations.     They. may. be  made  to  provide  useful  information  to  farmers  in 
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the  form  of  standards  of  efficiency  for  conducting  specific  operations,  when  ex- 
pressed in  terms  of  real  rather  than  of  money  costs;  and  they  are  not  without 
value  when  employed  in  restricted  localities,     what  degree  of  precise  utility 
they  can  reach,  remains  to  he  ascertained.     It  will -he  found  in  the  future,  how- 
ever, to  be  considerably  less  than  has  been  assumed  by  the  advocate  of  farm-cost 
inquiry  in  the  past." 

She  Revue  des  Sciences  Politiques,  v. 47,  Oct. -Dec.  1924,  p. 507-517, 
contains  an  article  of  interest  at  this  time  written  by  Daniel  Zolla,  Profes- 
sor in  the  Ecole-  des  Sciences  Politiques*     The  author  argues  as  follows: 
At  a  time  when  consumer  and  producer  alike  are  complaining,  the  one  of  the 
high  cost  of  living,  the  other  of  the  mediocre  returns  gained  from  the  prac- 
tice of  agriculture,  and  when  the  government  of  Prance  is  being  urged  to  pro- 
tect the  latter,  to  stabilize  the  price  of  agricultural  products,  to  protect 
agriculture  against  foreign  competition,  or  against  industrial  or  commercial 
trusts,  a  study  of  the  situation  reveals  the  fact  that  the  problem  hinges  on 
the  cost  of  production  of  agricultural  commodities.    A  table  of  pre-war  and 
post-war  prices  of  the  instruments  of  production,  including  fertilizers,  tools, 
machines,  and  wages,   shows  that  they  have  increased  to  a  greater  degree  than 
the  prices  of  foodstuffs.     This  fact  has  led  the  friends  of  the  farmer  to  argue 
that  his  profits  are  not  commensurate  with  those  of  the  industrialist  or  the 
merchant.     They  urge  also  in  support  of  this  theory  the  exodus  from  the  country 
to  the  city.    As  a  natter  of  fact,  according  to  the  author,  it  is  the  wage 
earners  and  not  the  owners  of  farms  that  are  leaving  the  country.  Moreover, 
the  profits  from  business  and  trade  are  exaggerated.     There  are  more  failures 
among  business  men  than  among  farmers.    .The  latter,  as  a  rule,  do  not  keep 
books,   so  that  their  actual  profits  are  for  the  most  part  unknown.    But  the 
author  is  convinced  that,  though  they  are  not  enormous,  they  are  greater  than 
is  generally  believed  and,  above  all,  they  are  less  uncertain  than  those  de- 
rived from  industry  and  trade.     He  rejects  as  totally  unacceptable  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  farmers  organize  to  fix  what  is  referred  to  as  a  11  just  price" 
for  each  agricultural  product,  on  the  ground  that  to  do  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  know  the  exact  cost  of  production  of  each  commodity,  which  he  goes  on 
to-  prove  is  impossible.     The  farmer  produces  most  of  his  own  raw  materials,  such 
as  fodder  for  his  cattle  or  straw  for  making  fertilizer.     The  fertilizer  is 
applied  to  the  ground  and  helps  to  produce  a  crop,  which  crop  has  received  the 
benefit  of  the  fertilizer  without  paying  for  it.     The  work  of  the  horses  that 
have  been  nourished  with  fodder  that  the  farmer  has  not  purchased  is  a  means 
of  production  the  value  of  which  can  only  be  arbitrarily  estimated.  Moreover, 
most  farmers  produce  more  than  one  kind  of  commodity.    Experience  has  proved 
that  a  second  crop  uses  part  of  the  fertilizer  applied  to  the  crop  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  although  it  is  not  known  just  what  proportion  of  fertilizer  a 
crop  of  grain,  of  potatoes  or  of  beets  absorbs.    Any  calculation  is  necessa- 
rily arbitrary.     It  is  impossible,  therefore,   to  make  an  absolutely  definite 
calculation  of  the  cost  of  production  of  agricultural  products,  and  to  make 
an  average  calculation  is  dangerous,  for,  in  that  case,  those  employing  expen- 
sive methods  of  production  would  become  bankrupt. 

The  author  concludes  that  the  farmer  has  not  imposed  upon  the  consumer 
unjustifiable  sacrifices.     He  has  himself  suffered  the  consequences  of  the 
general  increase  in  prices.     His  profits  are  not  so  high  as  has  been  popularly 
supposed,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  can  not  be  said  that  they  are  inadequate. 
They  are  regulated  by  the  normal  functioning  of  economic  laws. 
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National  Wheat-Growers  [  Cooperative 

The  Food  Research  Institute -has  issued  a,-  piibli cation  entitled  A  National 
wheat-Growers'  Cooperative;  Its  problems,'  Opportunities,  and  Limitations  (Wheat 
Studies' of  the  Pood  Research  Institute,  v. 2,  no. 3,  January,  1926,  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, California)  A  note  at  the  end  states  that  "this  number  is  substantially 
the  work  of  Alonzo  E.   Taylor."     The  study  is  of  the  greatest  interest.    A  few  ex- 
cerpts follow: 

11  Since  the  war  two ' ambitious  wheat-growers •  'associations  have  been  organ- 
ized in  the  United  States..,  •  The  United  States  Grain  Growers,  Incorporated, 
was  an  institutional  orphan,  abandoned  to  perish.-    The  Grain  Marketing  Company 
was  a  merger- under  a  misnomer.     It  functioned  for  one  year  and  did  a  large  amount 
of  terminal  business  in  Chicago,  but  it  was  disbanded  because  growers  would  not 
purchase  the  stock.     These  ventures  were  not  hand-made  wheat-growers T  co-opera- 
tive servants;   they  were' machine-made  co-operative  bosses.     These  experiments 
mean  nothing  in  the  study  of  co-operation. . .     Two  years  ago  provincial  pools 
were  organized  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  that  nowcontrol  nearly  three-fourths  of 
the  whea't  crop.     The  Canadian  Co-operative  'wheat  Producers,  Limited,  combining 
the  three  provincial  pools, : is  making  the  first  real  test  of  a  national  wheat- 
growers'  co-operative. ..'  !A  co-operative  can  envisage  five  objectives;  restric- 
tion of  -acreage;  improvement  in  yield  and  quality;  lowering  of  production  costs; 
economies  in  distribution;  and  increase  in  selling  price. 11 

The  author  then  takes  up  phases  of  the  marketing  process,  methods  of  meas- 
uring the  price  spreads, ■  some  analyses  of  seasonal  spreads,  the  seasonal  spread 
in  .farm  price,'  the  charges  of  middlemen,  the  mixing  of  wheat,,  the  cost  of  trad- 
ing in  wheat  futures,  the  profit '.in  exporting  wheat.     In  connection  with  this 
last  subject  the  author  writes:'  '• 

"There  -is  littler  purpose  in  discussing-  the "  spread  between  farm  price  and 
European  price  of  American- wheat — it  contains  too  many  variables. . .  Abroad 
scrutiny  of  international'  trading  in  wheat  indicates  that  the  normal  range  of 
profits  of  wheat  exporters  is  narrow...     That  exporting  wheat  has  been  fiercely 
competitive  and  not  highly  remunerative  is  suggested  by  the  large  number  of  ex- 
porting houses  that  have  dropped  out  during  the  past  three  years*..  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  believe  that  the  net  profits  of  commercial  exporters,  added  to  the  farm 
price  of  wheat,  is  enough  to  justify  the  risk,  regarding'  the  business  purely  as 
a  financial  transaction.    As  an  act  of  policy  in  co-operative  tactics,  however, 
growers  might  desire-  to  control  exports  irrespective  of  profits,  as  part  of  the 
established  campaign  against  middlemen.     This  seems  to  be  the  situation  in  Canada. 
A  co-operative  association : could  raise  the  quality  and  the  reputation  of  American 
Yfheats  in  Europe.     A  co-operative  might  elect  to  sell  wheat  in  Europe  to  millers 
instead  of  to  traders,  as  the  tactical  part  of  a  policy  of  eliminating  middlemen; 
but  'we  have  no  data  to  indicate  that  economies  would  thereby  be  directly  achieved." 

-He' then  discusses  probability  of  marketing  economies,  the  nature  of 
orderly- marketing,  the  cooperative  and  wheat ' export,  wheat  cooperatives  and  grain 
exchanges,  cooperative  influence  upon 'wheat  growing,  and  the  present  status  in  the 
United  States.     In  the  summary  the'  author  writes* 

"Looking  forward,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  reaction  of  the  discerning  ob- 
server toward  the  probability  of  national  co-operation  of  wheat  growers  depends 
on  the  views  he  enter  tains  '.  on  three  points:   the  effectiveness  of  such  a  co-oper- 
ative in  improving'  the  efficiency  of  wheat  growing;  the  solidarity  of  co-operative 
allegiance;  and  the  future  price  level  of  wheat.     We  have  little  doubt  of  the 


ability  of  a  co-operative  to  "bring  about  the  adoption  of  the  best,  varieties  -and 
improved  methods. of  handling,  provided  an, adequate  commercial .  incentive  supports 
the  inovementl    We  have  little  doubt  that  co-operative  solidarity  could  be  achieve 
under  proper  leadership,  provided  these  improvements  are  attained;  but  we  doubt 
whether  it  could  be.  achieved  without  them..    In  [short,  we  incline  to  the  view 
that  these  twq  are  conjoined, 

11  With'  respect  to  the  third  point,  opinion  must  rest  largely  on  inter- 
national grounds  and.  is  not  easily  formulated...    But  it  seems  likely  that  if 
farmers  could  look  forward  to  a  continuation  of  the  price  of  the  present  season 
and  last  season,  so  large  a  proportion  of  growers  would  be  inclined,  chiefly 
through  inertia,  to  let  well  enough  alone  as  to  make  the  organization  of  a 
national  co-operative  association  appear  for  the  time  being  impracticable.  The 
establishment  of  a  national  co-operative  association  implies  for  wheat  growers  a 
far-reaching  change  in  policy  and  affairs.     To  make  this  change,  most  growers 
must  feel,  in  addition  to  the  positive  motive  of  larger  and  less  fluctuating 
returns  and  a  stabilized,   technically  more  efficient  operation,  also  a  dissatis- 
faction with  current  returns  and  distrust  of  the  prospective  price  level.  There- 
fore, it  seems  ..to  us  clear  that  the  hope  the  student  of  the  problem  entertains 
for  the  early  establishment  of  a  co-operative  association  of  wheat  grov/ers  must 
depend  directly  on  his  views  as  to  the  trend  of  wheat  prices  in  the  world."
